Poker on Forty-third street ! 
A scandalized neighborhood has been ask- 


ing itself this question fora yearor so. It 
seemed too preposterous to be seriously en- 


tertained when the story first got afloat, but 
when a wife interrupted the game to march 
her husband home the other evening every- 
body was obliged to admit the rumor was 
true. Since then the goings on at No. 26 
Forty-third street have been the principal 
subject of conversation.

The front of the building is occu- 
pied by an innocent looking stock of wall 
paper. But there is a door in the center of

The enterprise was fos- 
tered by E. A. Cummings, James Darlow, and 
others, the first named, perhaps, taking th® 
leading part. 

The capital of the company was made 
$1,000,000 and bonds aggregating $800,000 
were issued. A construction company was 
formed to build the road, receiving in pay- 
ment therefor, it is stated, securities 
of the railroad company. The construction 
company held practically all of the railroad 
company’s stock, and it therefore engaged the 
attention of people who thought they might 
like to buy control of the electric road. 

The Lake Street L' road, its officers say, 
was among the intending purchasers. The 
story told yesterday was that several months 
ago the Lake street company figured out that 
it would.be better to buy the Cicero and Pro- 
viso road and use it as part of the L' com- 
pany’s system than it would be to carry the 
elevated structure to the towns on the west- 
ern borders of Cook County. They 
opened negotiations with the Cicero 
and Proviso, or rather with the con- 
struction company. E, A. Cummings, 
of the latter company, says the Luke Street 
people wanted to makea traffic agreement. 
Clarence E. Knight, attorney for the latter 
company, says his clients wanted to make an 
out and out purchase of the property. 

Propositions for a Purchase, 

‘After numerous meetings,“ said Mr. 
Knight, it was finally agreed to leave the 
negotiations in the hands of President Roche 


of the Lake Street and E. A. Cummings of | 


the construction company. We offered a cer- 
tain price, put I insisted that we should have 
a sight of the railroad company’s books. 
This was refused. While the dicker 
was going on we ran out of 
iron. It became necessary to know 
immediately whether we could buy the Cicero 
road. If we could do so we proposed to halt 
the elevated structure where the electric line 
began, using the latter as our Western exten- 
sion. We wanted to stop the founders from 
making more iron if we were to have the sur- 
face road. So we agreed to waive the demgnd 
to examine the books and offered a lump 
amount for the property just as it was. 

We supposed that the offer was accepted, 
he continued, and did not worry over the 
matter. A week later I met James Darlow 
and he told me he had sold his stock in the 
construction company. Clayton E. Crafts 
came around, he said, with an offer 
for it. It was understood that the other 
stockholders were letting go. They supposed 
the Lake Street L' had the road. It was 
known the L' company was after it. The 
upshot was that Darlow sold his stock and 
got acertified check from Crafts. I made 
some inquiries and found out that others had 
done the same, but I haven’t been able to see 
Cummings or to discover with a microscope 
who is the purchaser. There is only one in- 
terest that would outbid us for the Cicero 
road. That is Yerkes. He wouldn't like to 
see a competitor prosper, would he? My own 
opinion is that Yerkes isthe buyer. Itdoesn’t 
appear for the simple reason that there would 
instantly begin an agitation against the impo- 
sition of a double fare.“ 

Cicero and Proviso People Do Not Talk. 

A disinzlination to talk much about the deal 
was manifested by Cicero and Proviso people. 
E. A. Cummings said: * There have been 
some transfers of stock in the construction 
company, but the men who purchased are 
already in the company. Mr. Yerkes is not 
interested. The Lake Street L' state- 
ments that they wanted to purchase are 
exaggerations. They wanted an operating 
agreement.“ 

One of the insiders in the Construction 
company said yesterday that he knew the 
Lake Street L'“ wanted to buy the road and 
that everybody else did. He did not know 
the new purchasers, but he believed they had 
got a majority of the construction company 
stock. James Darlow, the construction com- 
pany director mentioned by Mr. Knight, was 
asked yesterday to tell the story of the deal.

It happens that a 
loss of $125 in Mr. Edbrooke’s back room 
set in motion a chain of events that may pos- 
sibly cause Mr. Edbrooke some inconven- 
ience, if it does not interrupt his business for 
a time at least. : 

Not many nights ago a resident of the 
neighborhood, who may be called Mr. Welsh 
—he is the manager of an electric company 
which bears his name—dropped in to pass a 
pleasant evening with some congenial spirits 
in Mr. Edbrooke’s back room. He enjoyed 
the company so much he did not go home 
until the next morning. and when he did go 
he left $125 behind him. 

This little incident chanced to come to the 
ears of Mr. Welsh’s wife. Mrs. Welsh has 
some money of her own invested in Mr. 
Welsh’s business, and therefore takes an active 
interest in the disposal of the profits. When 


she heard that $125 had gone to join numer- 


ous smaller sums that she knew had gone the 
same way she thought it was time to act. She 
did not have long to wait, for three nights 
later Mr. Welsh again went down to Mr. Ed- 
brooke’s back room. At the time he began to 
get interested in the game Mrs. Welsh ap- 
peared on the sidewalk in front of No. 26. A 
policeman was standing near; so were a num- 
ber of residents of the vicinity.

CAPT. J. D. TINNEY BURNED TO DEATH, 


A Well-Known Veteran Perishes in His 
Blazing House, 

Vicxssure, Miss., Dec. 23.—[Special.]— 
Capt. J. D. Tinney, late Postmaster of this 
city, a veteran of the war, and Gen. Grant’s 
confidential telegraph operator, perished this 


morning shortly after midnight in his burning

Byers, her husband’s partner and brother, to tell 
her the whereabouts of her husband, but that he 
denied any knowledge of him, yet Henry B. 
Shields is manager of A. M. Byers & Co.’s furnace 
atGirard, and Shields is also related by marriage 
to A. M. Byers. 

After a long search E. M. Byers and his nurse 
were found in St. Paul. Mrs. Byers went imme- 
diately there and found him. The next day Dr. 
Tallman arrived, and together they returned to 


the Great Northern Hotel in this city. It was | 


while they were here that Mr. Byers was again 
taken away. This time by Dr. Tallman while 
Mrs. Byers lay ill. 

Dr. Taliman, with the nurse, took his patient 
to Montreal, where he registered the party as 
Dr. E. M. Brown, J. L. Smith, and Mrs. Alva 
Dobson, Chicago.” Since then Byers has been 
taken to various parts of the country, has been 
maintained at. the most expensive hotels, can- 
stantly under a physician’s’ care, and with a 
nurse. He has drawn personally but little man- 
ey from his firm, yet it is estimated that since his 
abduction last May there has been spent from 
some source for his account a sum approximat- 
ing $15,000. 

At various times,” continued Mr. Baker. we 
have asked to know Mr. Byers’ whereabouts, but 
each time we were put off. The people who have 
had him under control have refused every 
proposition we have made. We know from state- 
ments made by Tallman and others that Byers 
wants to go to his wife, but is held in duress and 
detained in the manner related herewith. 

Description of E. M. Byers. 

E. M. Byers is a handsome man of mediun 
size and weight, with well poised head, dark 
eyes and hair, and closely clipped dark mus- 
tache. He always dressed plainly but ele- 
gantly. He was always popular in Pittsburg, 
and when his disappearance from that city be- 
came known it was a nine days’ wonder that 
has never until now been explained. 

The firm of A. M. Byers & Co. is one of 
the heavy iron manufacturing concerns of the 


country, with a capital of $1,500,000. The 


company owns large mills in Pittsburg, a 
blast furnace at Girard, O., and other inter- 
ests, and A. M. Byers also is heavily interested 
in several other corporations, He is said to 
be worth upwards of $4,000,000. 

Mrs. Anna Hays Byers is the daughter of 
the late Richard Hays, who at the time of his 
death was a proninent capitalist and banker 
of the Iron City. She is one of the most 
prominent charitable workers in Allegheny, 
where the Hays mansion is located, and until 
recently was prominent in society. 

Dr. Tallman ridicules the story of the al- 
leged kidnaping and the ailegagion that his 
patient isinsane. He says: 

Mrs. Byers is addicted to morphine and the use 
of intoxicants, and twenty years of married life 
with her, together with business cares, had 
brought on nervous prostration, so when Mrs. 
Byers went down to Atlantic City last May 
he came out here to try to recover his 
health. He put himself in my charge 
because some friends had recommended me. 
He was doing finely, and in August went up to 
St. Paul to the races in charge of a trained nurse. 
Mrs. Byers went up there and created a scene. I 
went up there and brought the entire party back 
here. Mr. Byers said he would try to live with 
his wife. For fourteen days they lived together, 
and I never saw a mar fail so fast. She 
quarreled with him continually. On the 
fourteenth day he came and told me 
he could stand it no longer; that he was going 
away where he would have a chance to get well. 
Since then I have seen him but once. His friends 
know where he is, for he writes to them orca 
sionally. 

Mrs. Byers persisted in calling her husband 
weak-minded and was all the time talking about 
people “kidnaping” him. She had Mr. Shields 
arrested on the kidnaping charge because Mr. 
Byers came to Chicago with him last spring. 

Mr. Shields was at the house of a friend in 
Hyde Park last night and could not be seen.

compel the company to use a part of the 
money practically promised to protect these 
loans. As this would manifestly be unfair to 
those who had undertaken to help the com- 
pany over the first of the year. since it would 
simply bring them into a situation that could 
not be remedied by their action, it was de- 
cided to take the course set forth by the 
board. Me 

Mr. Reinhart said further that his state- 
ment made upon his arrival from Europe that 
the interest due Jan. 1 would be paid was en- 
tirely warranted by the state of negotiations 
at that time, and that he did not assert, as has 
been reported, that the money for that pur- 
pose wasin hand. In the usual course of 
business it has not been the practice of the 
company to have all of the money to meet in- 
terest in bank at the Kast earlier than a week 
before payment is required, funds being re- 
mitted from the West. 

Wall street has long been convinced that 
the top heavy system could not long survive 
the panic. It was a foregone conclusion that 
this vast accumulation of lines, many of 
which represent deals out of which intetested 
parties have grown rich, must fall to the 
ground when the company gets to the end of 
its capacity to turn out new securities in or- 
der te keep the ball rolling. President Rein- 
hart’s trip to London in the early part of 
the month was believed by Wall street to fore- 
bode disaster, and some financial people were 
convinced of it when Mr. Reinhart said that 
3 merely going over to“ tell Englishmen 
what a great property the Atchison was.“ 
Somehow Wall street draws y of its con- 
clusions just the opposite of — Mr. Rein- 
hart says. His stay in London was cut very 
short, and when he said on the day 
that he sailed from Queenstown that the 
company was all right and there was no 
doubt about its ability to pay the January in- 
terest—most of the funds for which were al- 
ready on hand—there was attack on all of the 
securities in the New York market. This 
showed how much regard Wall street has for 
statements from this source. Mr. Reinhart 
reached the climax when he arrived on this 
side and found that the street had not 
taken him at his word, but had dealt 
the stock several broadsides in the absence of 
any official of responsibility to furnish relia- 
ble information. The news that had leaked 
out from the speculative element in London, 
who had evidently found out the real nature 
of the negotiations, was considered pretty 
near the truth, because it was just the oppo- 
site ot the Queenstown dispatches, Mun 
Trisung published n interview with 
Mr. Reinhart when he arrived, in which 
he said that the floating debt was not trou- 
bling the company and he did not go over to 
London to try to adjust it; neither was there 
any doubt about their ability to raise the nec- 
essary money to pay the fixed charges Jan. 1. 
He wound up by declaring that all of the ugly 
rumors that had been spread about Atchison 
during his absence on the water were infa- 
mous hes, and he would do his best to have 
the scoundrels punished if there was any way 
to bring it about. 

Nothing was now lacking to convince many 
people in Wall street that a receivership was 
inevitable. It came out later that the special 

urpose of the trip abroad was to renew a 

2.000.000 loan, maturing Dec. 30, and pos- 
sibly to arrange for further funds to tempora- 
rily help along with January interest charges. 
London bankers wanted a more liberal option 
on the $5,000,000 of Class B bonds that 
were put up as collateral than the company 
was willing to allow, and Mr. Reinhart left 
without reaching any understanding. The 
downward tendency of the securities during 
the last two weeks rendered it impossible to 
compel any better terms, and cousequently 
— was to be expected from the other 
side, 

The floating debt in New York amounted to 
about $4,000,000, or in all $6,300,000. Of 
this $4,100,000 consisted of time notes and 
loans on collateral, due between December 
and June next, and the remaining $2,200,000 
consisted of notes and loans on collateral on 
call. Added to this was the $3,900,000 of 
interest due on $130,000,000 of general 
mortgage 4 per cent bonds and other issues. 

The Atchison system is one of the few big 
systems of the United States that has up to 
the present tinte steered clear of a receiver- 
ship. The year 1893 is the thirtieth of its 
existence, which is certainly a remarkable 

wing. It came dangerously near splitting 

on the rocks in 1890, t a reorganization 
saved it. It was only a few months after the 
reorganization that the bankrupt Frisco sys- 
tem was saddied onto it.

receivership from the first. It has been 
an open secret here for some time that the 
financial affairs of the company were in a 
critical condition and that when the change in 
management took place after the death of 
President Allan Manvel the most skillful 
financiering and a large business would be 
necessary to avoid a receivership. For months 
the company has encountered the most crit- 
ical dangers, but it had been hoped that the 
crash would be averted, and the precipitation 
of the crisis is generally attributed to the 
death of George C. Magoun, Chairman of the 
Executive Board. 

Notwithstanding the general financial de- 
pression the business of the system is steadily 
on the increase. The physical conditicn of 
the road has greatly improved and the ex- 
penses have been cut enormously. During 
the five months beginning July and ending 
Dec. l asaving of $1,500,000 was made in 
operating expenses as compared with the 
same period in 1892, and a_ bigger and 
better showi has been made. e train 
service has been greatly improved and 
freight traffic has been handled with greater 
dispatch than before. Accidents have been 
fewer and during the six months of the 
World’s Fair, in which time an enormous pas- 


senger traffic was handled, not a single pas- 
senger train was derailed or passenger in- 
jured. It is freely asserted by railroad men 
who have been in a position to know the in- 
side workings of the company 
that if the present management 
had come in control of the property a 
year sooner than it did that a receiver would 
not have been necessary. ‘The fact that Presi- 
dent Reinhart and General Counselor Mc- 
Cook have been appointed receivers makes it 
reasonably certain that the general policy of 
the receivers will not differ materialiy from 
that which has been followed since Mr. Rein- 
hart was first elected to the Presidency. 

Joseph H. Wilson, the third receiver, lives 
in Topeka, and has been in no way connected 
with the railroad business. Locally his ap- 
pointment was a great surprise. He is Clerk 
of the United States District Court, has been 
Mayor of the city, and held numerous 
positions ‘of public trust. He is a 
warm personal friend of George R. 
Peck, general solicitor of the company, 
which in a measure explains why he 
was selected. He left Topeka ostensibly for 
St. Louis yesterday, but it is now beheved 
that he went to Little Rock. Wilson is the 
only one of the receivers who will be located 
at the headquarters of the company in this 
city. g 

General Manager Frey was seen at his home 
tonight by Tun Trisunz correspondent, and 
when asked what effect the appointment of 
receivers would have on the company, said: 
1 cannot anticipate what the  pol- 
icy of receivers will be and 
whether they contemplate any change in the 
management is known only to themselves, 
The receivers will undaubtedly improve the 


physical condition of the road, although its | 


present condition is good—much better than 
ithas been for several years. New depots 
and side-tracks will probably be built, sta- 
tion facilities improved, and equipment 
added to by the purchase of new cars 
and lecomotives, Probably seme additions to 
the shops, in the way of extensions, and addi- 
tional machinery will be made. I cannot 
predict how dong the receivership will last, 
but it is safe to say that when it terminates 
the improvements they will have made will 
make it the finest railroad property in the 
world. Its condition on the whole will be un- 
equaled, As to the financial part of the reor- 
ganization I am not prepared tosay what is 
contemplated. Probably the receivers have 
not yet determined that in theirown minds. 
The probable improvements which I have out- 
lined are required for the public good as well 
as that of the railroad in orderte meet the 
rapidly increasing demands of traffic.“

The appointment of receivers for the Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fé railroad company 
is likely to have a serious effect on Western 
railroad properties.

GROWTH OF THE SANTA FE, 


From a Small Beginning It Became the 
Greatest System in the World. 


In a sketch of the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé railway, recently printed in the 
New York Herald, it was shown that its mile- 
age of 9,344 was the biggest in the world§ 
and its capitalization, $346,000,000, the 
greatest in this country. 

The eriginal Atchison and Topeka railrcad 
was incorporated Feb. 11, 1859. The Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fé, which absorbed 
the smaller road, was organized in 1863. The 
line between Topeka and Atchison was opened 
in December, 1872, and the line from Topeka 
to Kansas City was leased three years later in 
perpetuity. The New Mexican Division was 
opened in 1881 as far as Deming, where the line 
connected with the Southern Pacific railroad. 
The Atlantic and Pacific had been bought by 
the St. Louis and San Francisco under fore- 
closure in 1876, and it gave the Atchison a 
half interest in the Atlantic and Pacific when 
the agreement of extension to the Pacific 
coast was made in 1885, which was to be 
along the thirty-fifth parallel. First mort- 
gage land grant bonds, not to exceed $25,000 
a mile, and income bonds to the amount of 
$18,750 a mile were authorized. Second 
mortgage bonds at $10,000 were authorized, 
in case they were needed. The Atchison and 
St. Louis companies guaranteed 25 per cent 
of gross earnings derived from interchange 
of traffic with the Atlantic and Pacific 
road to meet any deficiency in interest on the 
first mortgage nds, such advances to be 
treated as loans, payable with interest. New 
4 per cent bonds ofthe Atlantic road were 
issued Jan. 1, 1887, principal and interest 
guaranteed by the two construction compa- 
nies. 

This seems to have been the beginning of 
the Atchison’s tribulations, for it not only had 
to furnish most of the money for building the 
Atlantic and Pacific extension, which in itself 
has proved a valuable accession, but it was 
dragged into the mire by its relations with 
the St. Louis and San Francisco company, and 
in later years it had to absorb the latter sys- 
tem in order to save anything from the slough. 
In the year 1885 the Atchison absorbed cer- 
tain Kansas roads and began to buiid branches 
in that State at an enormous rate, the result 
several years later being that Kansas had the 
greatest mileage of any State in the Union, 


and the Atchison’s most vulnerable point. 


when crops were pad, was right there. At the 
close of 1885 the capitalization uf the Atchi- 
son stock and funded debt was about $100,- 


000,000. : 

In 1886, before the Atlantic and Pacific 
was completed to Mojave, Cal., the Atchison 
company began another ambitious undertak- 
ing, the construction of a line from Kansas 
City tnto Chicago. The company. considered 
that it would never be a really great trunk 
line until it had an independent entrance to 
Chicago. So it acquired the Chicago and St. 
Louis railroad and other small links, and be- 
fore the end of the following year its ambi- 
tions were realized in the Chicago, Santa Fé 
and California railroad, which is 450 miles 
long. To build this extension the Chi- 
eago, Santa Fé and California company 
issued $15,350,000 5 per cent bonds, which 
probably covered the cost. They were guar- 
anteed by the Atchison, the latter company 
receiving the stock free. Besides this outiay 
the Atchison, through an independent com- 
pany, paid out $3,561,725 for new terminals 
in Chicago 


The construction account of the Atchison 
for new roads for the year 1887 was heavy, 

ing $40,774 In 1888 the construc- 
tion account for new roads and real estate 
amounted to $12,000,000. After that year 
the Atchison did not do any very extensive 
building, but it absorbed several important sys- 
tems, among them being the St. Louis and 
San Francisco and Colorado Midland. The 
entire common and preferred stock of the St.

VALUES TEN D LOWER. 


BEARS IN WALL STREET SUOOESS- 
FULLY SQUEEZING PRIOES. 


Rumor-Mongers Taking Liberties with the 
Credit of Corporations—Carlisle’s Treas- 
ury Recommendations Have Also III 
Effects on the MarketeBankers Feel 
They Have Been Snubbed for the Pur- 
pose of Creating Feeling in the West 
and South. 


New York, Dec, 23.—[Special.]—The year 
is closmg with a ragged situation in Wall 
street. The bear contingent has suddenly 
taken on a new stock of courage, and quota- 
tions have been under the hammer all week. 
For the first time in the last two or three 
months market prices have shown a disposi- 
tion to yield. This is especially true of 
half a dozen specialties among the low- 
priced stocks, and also of securities on some 
of the old properties concerning which the 
street is flooded with sensational rumors. 
Bear talk has been in great volume all the 
week, and the rumor mongers have not hesi- 
tated to take free and easy liberties with the 
credit of a long lisf of conspicuous corpora- 
tions. Their own tales, however, would have 


been likely to exert small effect on the stock 


market’s course had those tales been their 
only reliance. 

There has come into the situation, however, 
a matter of much more consequence than 
rumors made to order in bear brokerage 
offices. This new factor has to do with the 
attitude of the administration at Washington, 
especially as it is suggested in the report, 
suggestions, and recommendations of Mr. 
Cleveland’s Secretary of the Treasury. The 
entire banking interest, so far at least as Wall 
street has relations with the banking interest, 
is up in arms over features involved in the 
lines of governmental policy laid down by 
Secretary Carlisle. 

Bankers Disgusted, 

The bankers are not making much noise 
about it, but none the less they are intensely 
disgusted. Some of them are indignant close 
to the point of an open expression of ill-feel- 
ing. But the average banker is a politic per- 
son, understanding well the value of 
Jay Gould’s old motto, that “‘ patience pays. 
It is felt by the bankers that the ad- 
ministration has gone out of its wav to 
administer a snub to the banking interest—a 
mere play, they call it, to the galleries of the 
West and South, where Wall street is distin- 
guished in public estimation as the 
storm center for ghouls, harpies, and other 
similarly discouraging exhibits, The sugges- 
tion that the government should put out bonds 
and not let bankers get a chance at 
them, that they should be retailed to 
postoffice agencies, is only one of the slightest 
texts for criticism from the Wall street stand- 
point. It would be needless, though, to go 
into any attempt at an analysis of Wall 
street’s feeling on this score. The bankers are 
mad. They believe they have a big grievance. 
Stock operators know this though the bankers 
are mum. The speculators believe, too— 
whether justly or otherwise—that having a 
grievance, the banking crowd will not be long 
in adopting a policy of independence. In- 
dependence is a pretty word; what it means 
in this particular instance is retaliation. There 
will be ample opportunities in which the 
bankers can make themselves felt. The specu- 
lators know this, and with their weaith of 
imagination they have not beef hesitating to 
suggest a long line of happy possibilities, 

A Disappointing Bond Scheme, 

The whole bond scheme proposed by Secre- 
tary Carlisle disappoints bankers, who talking 
among themselves do not hesitate to char- 
acverize it as narrow andcheap. The bankers 
want bonds, a big batch of them, and issued 
in a bread-gauged policy. The speculators 
say that such a bond issue will have to come. 


+ They argue, though, that the administration 


is not likely to fall into line with the 
idea of the bankers except after it has felt the 
pinch of some Wali street coercion. The 
government has between three and four hun- 
dred million legal tender notes outstanding. 
They are practically sight drafts,a debt due 
on demand, payable in gold. The govern- 
ment has a gold supply of about eighty mill- 
ions. Suppose there should be a disposition 
upon the part of bankers, or anybody else, to 
suddenly demand payment from the Treasury 
on, say, fifty millions of these notes. The re- 
sult would be what? This is the effective 
suggestion which the bear speculators have 
been circulating all over Wall street with 
great industry this week. The bankers can get 
the legal-tenders, so say the speculators with 
arched eyebrows, and they point out that the 
government gold reserve fund can thus at any 
moment be knocked into smithereens. Onty 
the issue of bonds to produce gold can head 
off such a danger, this is the bear argument, 
and they add that Secretary Cariisle has 
the support of President Cleveland in 
assuming the risk ef setting the 
opinions and wishes of Wall street at 
naught. As far as Wall street is concerned 
the tariff tinkering threat becomes inconse- 
quential beside this feeli that there is a 
fight on between the administration and 
the great bankers. It is very generally 
taken for granted now that there will 
be no determination of the tariff 
question for some months tocome. Busi- 
ness-men must continue under the embar- 
rassment of uncertainty as to the conditions 
under which they can continue trade. This 
in itself is bad enough, but it is inconsequen- 
tial beside tne troubles which are spawned 
in Wall street by this new palaver over the 
strained relations between the banking inter- 
ests and the people at Washington. 


Worry Over Interest Pay ments. 


There has been a good deal of worry over 
the interest payments due from some con- 
spicuous corporations at New Year’s. Wall 
street has not hesitated to suggest that the 
highest officials in New England property 
have in this merry Christmas tide been pay- 
ing a good deal less attention to the com- 
pany’s business than to engagements with 
their stock brokers. It is only fair to say 
that some of the directors of the company are 
not accused of thus making money 
on the short side of New England stock. 
Western railroad men here are all still talk- 
ing blue. They talk of bad railway earnings 
and of difficulties of enforcing economy. 
Serious labor troubles ara predicted, and one 
Chicago manager made the point today that 
there was likely to be a good many groups of 
railroad men in the West who would follow 
the example set by the employés of the To- 
ledo, St. Louis and Kunsas City railroad, who 
have appealed to the United States Court to 
direct the payment of living wages.“ 

There are u good many factors, however, in 
the market which before long must become in- 
fluential on the bull side. Until this week long 
stocks have not come up in any consequential 
way for a long while, though the bear specu- 
lators have been hammering away all the 
time. A tremendous short interest has been 
created. It is probably much more ex- 
tensive now than it was in the middle 
of last summer's panic. Many instances of 
immense economies are coming to the front. 
The Northwest company in their report made 
yesterday shows that a loss of over $400,000 
in gross earnings has practically ali been off- 
set by economies in operation. The period 
was for the month of November. 

Apropos of this the report of the Michigan 
Central company just made shows that 
during the year something like a million 


dollars has been expended in the better- 


ment of the road and charged to 
operating expenses; also the same accourt 
has had to bear the burden of the loss for the 
recent accident at Jackson, which accident, 
it was reported in the Stock Exchange.

NORTHERN PAOIFIO EMPLOYES WILL 
SUFFER NO GREAT HARDSHIPS, 


Their Wages Can Be Reduced and They 
Will Still Receive Mare Than Other 
Railroad Men=—Mountain Men Who 
Have Accumulated Fortunes and Re- 
tired from Active Service- Beller That 
There Will Be No Strike When the 
New Scale Goes Into Effect. 

The most talked about item of news in the 
railroad secret society world since the Lehigh 
Valley strike has been the new schedule and 
cut in wages on the Northern Pacific from St. 
Paul to the coast. The schedule goes into 
effect Jan. 1. There have been rumors of 
strikes to follow the cut of 5 to 7 per cent in 
wages on the Eastern division and a larger cut 
in the West, but the people who presume to 
know do not think there will’ be any trouble 
whatever, The new schedule pays the men on 
the Northern Pacific higher wages than any 
road leading out of Chicago. Under the old 
rate trainmen have become rich in the mount- 
ain country and even under present condi- 
tions the pay is high. There are some hot- 
headed members of the unions and societies 
who advise a general tie-up of the road, but 
the majority seem to know a good thing when 
they see it and frown upon the strike proposi- 
tion. 

When the road was built there were two 
managements, and the Western employés re- 
ceived unusually high wages for climbing over 
mountains and up steep grades. The same 
schedule has been in force since 1883. Now 
grades have been leveled and mountains tun- 
neled until the work is no harder than on the 
Eastern division. The evening up of the 
rates affects the mountain employés much 
more than those near St. Paul, and trouble, 
ifany atall,is looked for in the Far West. 
The decision to put in force the new schedule 
was made Nov. 1. All unions, orders, and 


societies of railway men were given a copy of 


the new schedule at that time. As yet there 
bas been no indication that the schedule will 
not be accepted the first of the year. The 
men will be paid for duties performed. 

What the New Rules Are. 


The rules meet the approval of several rail- 
road managers who have examined them. In 
pert they areas follows, signed by Oakes, 

uyne, and Rouse, receivers: 

Passenger conductors will be paid $112.50 a 
month; passenger brakemen, 0 a month; 
freight conductors, 3 cents a mile; freight brake- 
men, 2 cents a mile; work train conductors, 
$3.25 a day; work train brakemen, $2.15 a day; 
overtime at the rate of 30 and 20 cents an hour. 
Most of the overtime is after 10 to 13 hours. 
Switchmen will receive: Day foremen, $2.65; 
day helpers, $2.45; night foremen, $2.85; help- 
ers, $2.65. All crews assigned to regular mount- 
ain service a slight increase. 

Rule 6. Trainmen will be allowed 100 miles or 
one day for runs of less than.100 miles, or for 
time less than one day when no other service is 
requjred that day: but short runs doubled in one 
day or several short runs in one day will be 
counted as a continuous run and idle time in the 
1 of such run will not be computed as over- 

ime. ' 

Rule 11. Except in emergencies trainmen (and 
engineers) who have been in continuous service 
for sixteen hours or more will not be required or 
permitted to leave terminals until they have had 
opportunity for at least six hours rest. 

Rule 12—Trainmen on runs of less than 100 
miles will be required to do terminal switching 
to make up a day's work. 

Rule 14—No more trainmen will be employed 
on any division than are necessary to handle the 
business with safety and dispatch, Superintend- 
ent to decide. 

Rule 15—Trainmen will not be obliged to pay 
fines for loss of or damage to equipment. 

Rule 18—Trainmen or yardmen leavi the 
Service will be paid at the earliest practicable 
time in full, less the authorized deductions which 
may be found against their pay. 

Rule 19—Overtime of trainmen will begin 
when time of service exceeds ten hours for a run 
of 100 miles or less, except as otherwise pro- 
vided, longer runs in same pro on. 

Rule 26—Trainmen will take rank from the 
date of their appointment or promotion. Pres- 
— standing of men will not be changed hy this 
rule. 

Rule 28—Trainmen will be promoted on their 
respective divisions with reference to the follow- 
ing, the superintendent to decide: First, fitness 
for position: second, previous record for faithful 
service; third, length of service. | 

Rule 31—Trainmen who are discharged or sus- 
pended, or who leave the service voluntarily with 
consent of r an and are returned to 
duty or reémployed within a period of three 
months, shall be restored to their former rank ; 
if reémployed after three months they will rank 
as new men. 

Rule 32—In the event 6f reduction of force 
trainmen will be suspended or set back, eom- 
mencing with the youngest man in the service. 

Rule 34—Trainmen not assigned to regular 
runs will, as far as practicable, run first in first 
out on division to which — are assigned. 

Rule 836—No trainman will be suspended or dis- 
charged without proper cause. All cases 
(except dishonesty. insubordination, or drunk- 
enness) will have full investigation by 
Division Superintendent, who will render 
prompt decision. All parties interested will be 
notified to be present. If party is not satisffed

Rule 37—If a meeting or a consultation with 
the general officers is desired a written notice 
stating the nature of each claim or matter to be 
considered will be forwarded to the General Su- 
perintendent ten days before the date at which 
conference is desired, and reply will be made as 
early as practicable, fixing a date and time at 
which the matter in controversy shall be con- 
sidered. 

Engineers are paid per 100 miles or less, per 
10 hours or less—consolidation engines, N. 
mogul, 10-wheel and 18-inch engines, $3.85; 17 
inch engines and under, $3.75. Firemen are paid 
on same class of engines $2.40, $2.25, and $2.15 
respectively. Enginemen will allowed 100 
miles or one day for runs of less than 100 miles 
or for time less than one day, when no other 
service is required that day; but short runs 
doubled in one day will be counted as a coutinu- 
ous run, and idle time in the middle of such run 
will not be computed as overtime. ,On runs of 
less than 100 miles enginemen will be uired 
to do terminal switchi or care for machinery 
to make up a day’s work.

Ifthe Republicans who wish to speak 
outnumber the calendar days of the month then 
the legislative day must be increased. We shall 
meet at 11 o'clock and sit until 6. If we need 
more time we shall have night sessions. Under 
any circumstances the bill will pass the House 
not later than Jan 31. 


CUSTOM-HOUSE IRREGULARITIES, 


Losses Through Improper Refunds Said 
to Be Not Exaggerated. 

Wasnincton, D. C., Dec. 23.—[Special.]— 
First reports did not exaggerate the losses to 
the government through improper * of 
duty at the New York Custom-Howse. Of- 
ficials at the Treasury Department are reticent 
about the matter and say no approximate 
estimate can be made satisfactory without a 
thorough investigation; but it is stated on 
good authority that improper statements for 
refunds on tobacco alone will be found to ag- 
gregate nearly if not quite $1,000,000, and 
they have not been confined to tobacco alone, 
but run through many lines of goods. The 
officia)s of the department do not believe the 
heaviest losses have been from tobacco re- 
funds, but that the amount in property 
paid out on account of refunds on hat 
trimmings will be found to be much larger 
than that paid out on tobacco. Assistant Sec- 
retary Hamlin, who went to New York yester- 
day to inquire into the matter personally and to 
start an investigation in the Custom-House 
there, was at his desk in the department today. 
He said: I ascertained by the investigation 
I made in New York yesterday that the prin- 
ciples laid down in the Schlesinger decision 
have not been follawed in the matter of pre- 
paring statements for the refund of excessive 
duties in cases which have been decided by 
the courts in favor of the importers. These 
cases include numerous lines of goods.“ 


PARDONED BY THE PRESIDENT. 


Welcome Christmas Presents Are Received 
by Certain Fortunate Convicts, 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Dec. 23.—Christmas 
presents in the shape of pardons have been 
given by the President in the cases of ten 
convicts, and the sentence in another case has 
been commuted. Among those who received 
pardons were Isaac A. Stanley, sentenced 
Jan 25, 1888, to five years in the Ohio peni- 
tentiary for violating the United States bank- 


ing laws in Cleveland, O.; William 
W. Palmer, sentenced in May last 
to ove year in the Detroit House 


of Correction, and to pay $500 fine for as- 
sault, committed in Indian Territory; Will- 
iam G. Jones and Stephen 8S. Barton, sen- 
tenced last September to flve months in the 
Utah penitentiary for violating the Edmunds- 
Tucker law; John Swallow, sentenced in De- 
cember, 1890, to five years in the Kansas 
penitentiary for manslaughter, committed in 
the Cherokee nation; and A. W. Neff, sen- 
tenced in 1893, to thirty days in jailand a 
fine for embezzlement, committed in Wash- 
ington, D. C. In the case of John W. Pitts, 
sentenced in April last totwo years in the 
Missouri penitentiary for M1 into a dis- 
tillery in charge of the United States Gov- 
ernment, a commutation of one year is 
granted.

ONE THOUSAND DERVISHES KILLED, 


Only 102 of the Italian Forces Fall in the 
Battle Near Agor dat. 

Rome, Dec. 23.—The latest news as to the 
fight between Italian troops and Dervishes 
near Agordat Thursday is that, exclu- 
sive of officers, 102 were killed 
and 125 were wounded on the 
Italian side. All the killed and 
wounded were natives. In the artillery, which 
was manned partly by Italians, nobody was 
killed or wounded. It is impossible to learn 
exactly the loss of the Dervishes, although 
their killed and wounded are known to 
number more than 1,000.

FAIL TO DRAW THEIR SALARIES, 
City .Employes Disappointed in Some 
Christmas Expectations. 

City employés did not draw their Decem- 
ber salaries yesterday. It has been the cus- 
tom for a number of years for the city to pay 
December salaries the day before Christmas. 
Two years ago was one exception to the rule, 
This year was also an exception. Early in 
the morning the employés learned they were 
not to be paid off, and there was a general 
scramble to borrow money for the holidays. 

I should liked to havé paid the December 
salaries today.“ said Controller Wetherell, 
but I could not raise the money. The sala- 
ries are not due until the first of the new year, 
and by that time I shall have the money.“ 
The Controller was obliged yesterday to bor- 
row $190,000 from the water find to make 
good obligations coming due under the gen- 
eral fund. The fact that the city employés 
did not receive their salaries led to the rumor 
that the ay would have to resort to scrip. 
Controller Wetherell expressed the hope that 
that would not be the case. Ald. Madden, 
Chairman of the Finance committee, suid: 

There is no good reason for the alarm. 
With a little more diligence, perhaps, the 
money to pay the December saiaries could 
have been raised. There will be sufficient 
funds to pay them when they are due. The 
collectors will secure enough during the first 
three months to meet obligations. for four 
months. The financial condition of the city 
is all right. The accounts are perhaps a little 
mixed. They will soon be straightened out. 
Mayor Swift appointed Mr. Kingwell, an ex- 
pert, to examine them. He will make a report 
soon. That may be made the basis for some 
important reforms.“

WATER SUPPLY IS INADEQUATE, 


Property-Owners on Farther Milwaukee 
Avenue Making Strong Complaints. 

Residents of the vicinity of Milwaukee av- 
enue from No. 1400 to No. 1500 complain 
bitterly of the water company and the lack of 
their water supply and are trying to arouse a 
feeling of indignation that will, they hope, 
bring about some kind of a change. The 
owner of a double three-story building, with 
store rooms below and flats atove, at No. 
1460 Milwaukee avenue, thus depicted the 
situation yesterday: 

Because of the fact that it seems absolute- 
ly impossible to get anything like a decent 
supply of water even on the second floor it is 
impossible for me to rent my flats. I get 
families to go into them, but they won't stay 
any length of time. However, the water com- 
pany collects the rent right along for a full 
supply of water. At times we get a little on 
the second floor, but not a drop on the third. 
As a consequence I am today deprived of 
an income of $75 or $80 a month. 
Three months ago the Superintendent of the 
water company assured me tnat it was then 
getting ready to commence putting in a new 
main an Milwaukee avenue, so that this win- 
ter we would have all the water we needed. 
Nothing of the kind has been done. The sup- 
ply has now dwindled until it is impossible to 
getany wateron thesecond floor. All my 
neighbors are in as bad fix as I am.”’ 


REFUSES TO COMBINE OFFICES. 


The Department Will Not Abolish the 
Local Postal Stations, 

Assistant Postmaster-General Jones has re- 
fusea consent to the proposition looking to 
the abolition of the independent postoffices in 
Chicago and making them all substations un- 
der one Postmaster. The officials at the main 
office are in favor of the change. There are 


several Presidential offices and over forty 


fourth-class offices that would be taken 
from the control of Washington officials 
and become local patronage, but the free de- 
livery system would be extended to all points 
in the city limits. The peculiar position at 
present is the presence of fifty-one indepen- 
dent offices in the city limits. There are thir 
teen stations and twenty-four substations in 
connection with the main down-town office. 
The wishes of Postmaster Sexton are that the 
offices be consolidated into one, the free de- 
livery extended to the entire city, and that 
four or five division offices be established as 
distributing points in different parts of the 
city. Of the fifty-one postoffices only Engle- 
wood now has free delivery. If the same per 
cent of income were allowed for expenses in 
Chicago asin Philadelphia the service could 
be made the best in the world. Present ex- 
penditures would be increased by $700,000 a 
year. Half of that increase would be suffi- 
cient for the purpose.

PETITIONS FOR ANNEXATION ARE 
SIGNED IN WILMETTE 


Judge Seales Asked to Call a Special 
Election for a Vote on the Question= 
Many Reasons Are Given Why the VII- 
lage Would Gain by Being Joined to 
the City- Evanston People Do Not Seem 
Averse to the Extension of Territory 
Points Advanced by Both sides: 


Petitions are in circulation in Wilmette for 
the annexation of that village to the City of 
Evanston, The petitions are addressed to 
Judge Scales of the County Court and ask 
that Feb. 27 be appointed for a special elec- 
tion to decide the matter. Although the peti- 


time more than the requisite one-third of the 
voters of the village have signed. The 
proposition of annexing the  near- 
est neighbor has not been generally 
discussed as yet by the citizens of Evanston. 
From what can be gathered, however, from 
those Evanstonians who have been consider- 
ing the subject it would seem as if the matter 
will be received with sufficient favor to cause 
the holding of the special election. 

There are many ways in which annexation 
to Evanston would benefit Wilmette. Better 
police and fire service could be secured, the 
streets would be lighted with electricity 
and gas, it could secure telephones at 
a reasonable figure, and its representatives 
in the Evanston City Council would have a 
voice in deciding by what route the Chicago 
and North Shore electric line should extend 
north. In addition to this the friends of an- 
nexation say that the value of real estate in 
Wilmette would be increased, as the name of 
Evanston would help Wilmette property. 
And the annexationists argue that all of these 
benefits would come without an increase in 
taxes. This. last point a few of the 
conservative property-holders in Wil- 
would doubt. One of Wilmette’s 
real estate owners when asked if he thought 
his taxes would be increased by annexation 
said: 1 have lots on the line between 
Evanston and Wilmette in Evanston and just 
across the line in Wilmette. The lots are 
equally valuable, but my Wilmette taxes are 
more than twice those in Evanston.” 

The majority of the property-holders in 
Wilmette seem to favor annexation, Horace 
Drury, J. B. Spencer, and F. L. Joy being 
among those who are most actively in favor 
of the project. Those citizens of Evanston 
who have been approached on the subject say 
that they favor increasing the limits of the 
city; that Wilmette has a good sewer system ; 
that the mains from the Evanston water-works 
have already been extended to Wilmette; and 
that the village has many other im rovements. 
Both are growing rapidly and it seems 
inevitable that they should be joined. 
The extension of the electric railway will 
bring the business centers of the two places 
nearer together. The Wilmette people say 
that they have to pay over half of the money 
that goes for city expenses toward the salaries 
of a Clerk, a Treasurer, and a Commissioner 
of Public Works, and that this money would 
be used for permanent improvements if the 
village should be annexed to Evanston. 


WOMEN WHO DELIGHT IN ATHLETICS. 


Modern Dianas Who Hunt, Fish, and Play 
Golf, Tennis, and Hockey. 

A review of the athletic sports and pastimes 
in which women are becoming prominent is 
most interesting in review and most encour- 
aging in prophecy of the new and stronger 
womanhood of the future. There are women 
who stalk and shoot and fish, and there are 
others who make a profession of some par- 
ticular game whose natne at once reminds us 
of a tennis court or golf ground. After Mrs. 
Tyacke. the bravest Diana of modern date, 
and one or two other Englishwomen who have 
shot the bears in the woodland, come the 
women who have stalked and killed the red 
deer, Stalking may be hard, rough work, re- 
quiring an unusual amount of endurance, but 
there are plenty of Englishwomen who possess 
the strength and delight in the brief stalking 
season, says the New York Sun. In this 
country a well-known huntswoman is Mrs. 
Will Allen Dromgoole, a writer well known to. 
the Boston literary set, who has a cabin in 
the Tennessee mountains, with portiéres and 
window hangings of fox and coon and bear 
skins and ornaments of antlers from the deer 
she has shot herself. Many 1 
too, are as good with a rod as with a rifle, and 
the list is headed by the Princess of Wales 
and her daughters, all of whom are good 
salmon fishers. The Duchess of Fife has 
fished regularly on the ali the autumn 
with much success, having caught between 
thirty and forty salmon. To handle a heavy 
salmon rod well and to make a cast of some 
forty or fifty feet of line so that the fly shall 
alight on the water within a few inches of the 
desired spot requires a great amount of 
strength as well as much practice.

„The last jubilee of Pope Leo XIII. brought 
to the Vatican 3,000,000 frances. At the first, 
celebrated five yeats ago, 12,000,000 francs 
were received. In the course of years the Po 
has introduced a number of economies in t 
different branches of the Vatican service, and 
for that reason’ he has been called 
miserly. This accusation ig not mer- 
ited; the economies became necessary in a 
State whose expenses are considerable and 
whose revenues continue to diminish. Leo 
XIII. has many reasons to follow the example 
of his illustgious predecessor, Sixtus, as it is

Camels Brave in Battle. 

It may be stupidity, and it may be bravery, but 
a camel is as steady under fire asa tower. The 
Persians mounted small cannons on the backs of 
their camels and called them sambwahs, or “ lit- 
tle wasps. This fashion was adopted in India, 
and after the battle of Sobraon 2,000 of these 
artillery camels were captured. In the 
Indian mutiny the British had a 
camel corps of 150 beasts, and on the 
back of each canal sat a Scotch Highlander in 
his kilt. In 1845 Sir Charles Napier had a camel 
corps in Sindh, and in one day he marched sev- 
enty-five miles, defeated a b d chief, and 
marched home again. In 1878 the British "used 
camels against the Afehans, and the government 
paid for 50, * camels that died in those cam- 
paigus.

NATIONAL JOOKEY OLUB.

What the Turf Needs and How Its Wants 
Can Be Supplied=The Officials Now in 
Command Have Too Many Irons tn the 
Fire- Theodore Winters’ Great String 
Coming Across the Mountains — The 
Horses Now Owned by Eckert and 
O'Neill other Turf News. . 

San Francisco, Col., Dec, 18.— [Special 
Correspondence.]— There is a general feeling 
among the Western turfmen of good class in 
favor ofa National Jockey club. President 
Van Kirkman’s mission will be an easy one, 
unless interests are arraigned against each 
other in the early stages of the movement. 
Such men as Tum Williams, W. O'B. McDon- 
ough, Philip J. Dwyer, Simeon G. Reed, Mar- 
cus Daly, Lucky Baldwin, B. J. Johnson, 
Adolph Spreckeis, J. A. Rowe, C. C. Riley, 
Jack Chinn, Theodore Winters, Charles Kerr, 
favor John Brewster’ sidea and are willing to 
give it hearty support. 

From the best sources comes the informa- 
tion that such Eustern racing magnates as 
John A. Morris, A. F. Walcott, M. T. Dwyer, 
John Hunter, J. G. K. Lawrence, August Bei- 
mont, Pierre Lorillard, James Galway, and 
G. F. Walbaum are heartily in favor of u na- 
tional organization of broader scope and 
formation than the present Board of Control. 

There’s too much mutual admiration, too 
much take it for grantedism, and too much 
carelessness among the vensors of the turf to- 
day. Men who breed and sell yearlings and mis- 
cellaneous animals to owners yearly for larger 
sums than the yearlings and miscellaneous ani- 
mals are worth, have no business among the offi- 
cials who bass on racing for the protection of the 
public which pays the bills, and pays them well. 
What is needed on the stands are careful, studious, 
uninterested, and intelligent men who know the 
game, can see a race run at all its corners, and can 
act upon what they see. There cannot be too 
many such officials, and the facilities for giving 
them all the information about animals, etc., 
cannot be toomany. A starting judge is needed, 
if only to note equipments, and report by the 
best and quickest methods about suspicious cir- 
cumstances at the post where alot of races are 
thrown away. 

The prime object of the proposed national 
organization is purification. The game has 
grown larger than the arms of its masters. The 
turf field, uncontrolled, has filled with weeds and 
if they are not cleared away the grain will be 
ruined. The Board of Control, with a high 
sounding mission, grew out of necessity. Its 
au tooraeꝝ and the errors that came out of its 
blurred vision and too tender personality made 
it less useful to the Eastern turf than it was. 
Yet it was a strong tonic tothe game within its 
reach. To it may be credited the partial aboli- 
tion of winter rac The 1893 season of the 
tracks, under the dominion of the board. was not 
prosperous, but that was the result = 4 — 
money market and the knocks the game got 
cause the men in the board blundered in their 
arrogance, 

Board of Control Has Done Good. 

The chief offenders in this line suffered heav- 
jest, and thus folly brought its own reward. But 
with all its blunders the Board of Control has 
benefited the American turf. A broader and bet- 
ter body that would have for its members every 
reputable racing organization in America and 
Canada would if it averaged no more wisely 
than the Board of Control freshen the racing 
gone a decade. All the best men here are ready 

oo give and take forsuch an organization. One 
f the leading turfmen on the coast tells your cor- 
respondent that he knows that such an organiza- 
tion would have been formed but for Col, Lewis

he Brewster plan is simple enough. It aims 
at the formation of a National Jockey club with 
all reputable tracks, club,or property in Ameri- 
ca, including Canada and exice, as members. 
The lines of the present National Trotting Asso- 
ciation are in r. Brewster's eye. Such an or- 
ganization, created by a congress in which each 
track should have a vote, could divide the coun- 
try into three or four districts—eastern, western, 
central, and southern. Each district should be 
governed by a Board of Control, tributary to the 
central body. The various boards could arrange 
dates, grant licenses to trainers. jockeys, and 
bookmakers, be clearing-houses for forfeits, and 
circulate edicts of the judges in the stands of 
tracks holding membership. Ea of 
three men, say, should be made up of the best and 
most experienced persons of their districts, and 
should attend the meetings and pass on the racing 
of the tracks within their district. The judges, 
starter, and track officials should be under their 
supervision and work with em. Yearly meet- 
ings of all the district Boards of Control could 
be held, say, in Chicago—the fittest place for 
headg@&rters—disputed cases cleared up, and the 
year’s business closed. 

A few merry-go-round tracks, now holding win- 
ter meetings, would be i out of the business by 
such an organization. hey should never have 
been tolerated and are the rotten spots of Ameri- 
can raci There is no reason why such a na- 
tional jockey club should not be successfully 
formed and operated for the good of racing. Its 
scope is that of the present National and Ameri- 
can Trotting Association. Without those organ- 


izations harness racing would not have 
got to its present health. The formation 
of a national jockey club, ahd wise 


legislation from it, means intelligent.control of a 
noble sport instead of the blundering laws of a 
few tn rural 7 which never could 
and never will look at racing as it deserves to bo 
regarded. If dates cannot be arranged by the 
District Boards of Control letthem go. But in- 
dividual greed should not stop purification, and 
the American turf is today less pure than it 
should be. It needs unanimity, the pay ment of 
honest obligations, and wise general control to 
make it the best turf in the worid.

GALL FOR A PASSENGER AGENTS’ 
' MEETING 10 SETTLE RATES 


Demoralization of Rates the Most Serious 


May Be Disselved—Land Seekers’ Excur- 
sions Cause Greater Demoralization of 
RatesDenver and Galt Trouble. 


A call was issued yesterday for a joint meet- 
ing to be held in New York Jan. 9, of the 
General Passenger Agents of all the roads in 
the territory of the Trunk Line and Central 
Traffic Associations. The object of the meet- 
ing is to draft a plan whereby an effectual 
stop can be put to the payment of commis- 
sions on the sale of coupon tickets and to 
bring about the strict maintenance of passen- 
ger rates throughout the territory of the two 
associations. Should the General Passenger 
Agents fail to perform the work they have 
been directed to do by the Presidents and 


General Managers, serious complications are 


likely to arise which may cause the dis- 
solution of the passenger department of both 
the Central Traffic and Trunk Line Associa- 
tions. It is generally admitted that the de- 
moralization in passenger rates between Chi- 
cago, St. Louis, and the Eastern seaboard 
is more serious than it ever was before, and 
the situation could not be worse. No pre- 
tense is being made of maintaining present 
agreements. The principal trouble arises 
from the payment of excursion commissions. 
These commissions are being used to cut rates 
and to demoralize the business generally. It 
is admitted that the only remedy lies in stop- 
ping commission payments entirely, and if 
this is not done passenger rates in terri- 
tory eust from Chicago will go to pieces. 


Have Agreed on Basis of Bates. 

Rate clerks of the Western roads at their meet- 
ing yesterday sueceeded in surmounting the 
obstacles that have been in the way of the com- 
pletion of the new rate sheets.

Landseekers’ Excursion Troubles. 


Landseekers’ excursions to points in the South 
announced by the Illinois Central, and subse- 
quently by the Mobile and Ohio roads, have been 
the source of wholesale demoralization in West- 
ern rates, the effect of which is constantly spread- 
ing. The Wabash announced yesterday that it 
would make one fare rate for the reund trip from 
Kansas City and all points on its line competi- 
tive with those of ge Kansas and 
Texas to all points to which the landseekers’ 
rates apply on either of the roads named. The 
same rate is being carried «across the Missou 
River and is now being made by trans-Missour 
roads from all points in Nebraska and Kansas. 
This is good for the Lllinois Central's coloniza- 
tion plan, but it is demoralizing to Western pas- 
senger rates. 


Ex-Gov. Evans Takes Exceptions, 
Denver, Colo., Dec. 28.—Ex-Gov.

DENVER, Colo., Dec. 23.—Frank Trumbull, re- 
ceiver of the Union Pacific, Denver and Gulf 
railroad, petitioned the United States Circuit 
Court today for the 8 of all property 
and lines of the system in Wyoming, Nebraska, 
and Texas to him in trust, and a hearing was set 
for Jan. 2. This petition is made because the 
courts in those States will not appoint him re- 
ceiver for the property in their respective torri- 
tories unless he shall submit to rulings of 
those courts. He complains that such authority 
will be conflicting and will en enormous ex- 
pense, 


Employes Want Better Wages. 

Sr. Loutrs, Mo. Dec. 28.—A petition was today 
filed by the employés of the Clover Leaf, asking 
the United States Court to allow them to receive 
living wages. The receiver has reduced wages 
systematically, it is alleged, until at present it is 
impossible for some to provide for their families. 
The employés claim that the United States Court 
would not allow the employés of the Ann Arbor 
to strike last spring, and they have appealed to 
the court for protection rather than resort to a 
strike and be without funds all winter. They 
argue that a court that can compel men to work 
can compel roads to 2 living wages.

HIGINBOTHAM COLLECTION INSTALLE”. 


Interesting Objects Are Added to the Art 
Institute Collection. 

In a room on the upper floor of the Art In- 
stitute is installed what is known as the Hig- 
inbotham collection of reproductions in 
bronze of bust figures and other objects of 
the Herculaneum and Poinpeii collections of 
the Royal Museum of Naples. The last in- 
stallment arrived yesterday. The bronzes 
form one of the interesting features of the 
institute, and they were secured by Mr. Hig- 
inbotham when he went to Europe two years 
ago as a World's Fair Commissioner. 
There are 189 objects in the display. 
They were executed by Sig. Sabatino 
de Anglis, bronze worker of Naples. The 
greater number of them are described with 
illustrations in the book entitled, La Villa 
Ercolanese.“ When the. bronzes were or- 
dered a written agreement was entered into 
with the artist in which he agreed to execute 
in the best possible and most artistic manner 
the works. Each one had to be certified to 
by Giulio de Petra, director of the Royal Mu- 
seum of Naples. It was stipulated also that 
the color ef the bronzes should be as nearly 
like the originals as possibie, and the ship- 
ment was made by the United States Consul.

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ALL EVIDENCE NOW N. 
LAST DAY OF TESTIMONY IN THE 
PRENDERGAST TRIAL 


Court Is Adjourned to Tuesday, When It 


Is Expected Argument to Last for Two 
Days Will Be On—Drs. Gatchell and 
Yount Tell of Their Interview with the 
Prisoner and How He Answered Ques- 
tions=John Davin Tells of the Insane 
Grandfather of the Prisoner. 


Patrick Eugene Prendergast will be al- 
lowed to spend Christmas in comparative 
comfort. He will nave turkey and cranberry 
sauce along with the other prisoners in the 
County Jail, and he will have today and to- 
morrow free from the examination of wit- 
nesses seeking to prove him guilty of murder 
in the first degree or to prove him insane, 
Judge Brentano ordered court adjourned to 
Tuesday morhing, and jurors, counsel, wit- 
nesses, and court officials are pleased at two 
days of rest from the bad air of the court- 
room and the prospect of Christmas cheer. 
The jurors have something to be thankful 
for, for the wives of the married members 
will be invited to take dinner with them. In 
adjourning court Judge Brentano announced 
that all the evidence was in, and that when 
court met again Tuesday morning the argu- 
ments would begin. This will probably re- 
quire two days, and it is expected that by 
Thursday the case will go to the jury. 

Two doctors and Jailer Morris were the 
three witnesses called yesterday on behalf of 
the State. With the evidence of these medical 
men ended the weary question ing necessary to 
get their opinidns before the jury in legal 
form. With them went the elongated hypo- 
thetical questions read so often during the 
trial. 

There was a bright light on the face of 
Juror Van Inwagen when Dr. Charles Get- 
chell took the stand and told that he had been 
a professor of medicine in the University of 
Michigan. This is Mr. Van Inwagen’s alma 
mater, and last night the Ann Arbor boys 
gave a concert in Central Music Hall with 
Mrs. Van Inwagen as one of the patronesses. 
Mr. Van Inwagen sent regrets. 

J called at the jail to see the prisoner,“ 
said Dr. Getchell. He seemed somewhat 
nervous when Lasked him to talk, and said 
that he did not like to talk in the presence of 
Ben Price, the 5 clerk, who was always 
watching him. e moved to a distant cor- 
ner ofthe room out of the hearing of Mr. 
Price, and then the prisoner acted more at 
ease. He told me that he was more interested 
in religion than anything else. and that he was 
a religious martyr. 

On cross-examination Dr. 
asked: 

Q.—Did he talk intelligently with you? A.—I 
would not call it an intelligent conversation. 

Q.—How much time did you spend with him? 
A.—About ten minutes, 

Q.—And you think that ten minutes was enough 
for you to learn that he was sane? A.—It was 
long enough to give me that impression consider- 
ing my observation of the man in the court-room. 

Dr. Yount Describes an Interview. 


The next witness was Dr. Silas T. Yount. 
In telling of his interview with Prendergast 
he said: He also quoted scripture to me.“ 
The question was at once put to him, Did 
he quote correctly?“ The doctor acknowl- 
edged that he did not know whether the 
scripture was correctly quoted. The witness 
testified that he has been a practicimg physi- 
cian for e:ghteen years, a graduate of Belle- 
vue Hospital Medical College, New York 
City, being in the Bellevue Hospital three 
yeurs. He has never been connected with 
any institution for the insane, but had experi- 
ence in that line in Paris in 1891, where he 
staid tive months. The examination contin- 
ued : 

Q.—Have you mage an examination of the de- 
.- in this case? A.— Les. sir. 

Q.—State the examination made of him? A.—I 
had a conversation with him Wednesday evening 
I think for about two hours, in which we asked 
him a numberof questions. He talked reason- 
ably and quietly, like any person would talk. He 
was asked why he assassinated the man; he said 
he = it in order that the tracks might be ele- 
vated. 

Q.—State all that was said and done there in 
the jail: give the entire conversation just as it 
occurred? A.—He was asked first about his age, 
his weight, and height, which he gave us as near 
as possible, and which was next morning verified 
by the scales. Among other things he was asked 
why he desired to Corporation Counsel, hav- 
ing a small knowledge of the law; how he 
could hold the office of Corporation Coun- 
sel. He said that was an easy matter, 
he could make his recommendations to the City 
Council and they could carry them out. When 
asked how long he had had that feeling about 
killing Mayor Harrison he refused to answer. 
He said he didn't care about saying, as it might 
embarrass his attorney. He was a sked repeated - 
ly aud evaded that question. All this time, in 
connection with his conversation. he quoted 
scripture to bear out his — and did so 
logically He was asked if was invited into 
saloons to drink by his associates. He said no; 
he didn't smoke or drink, except o*vcasionally he 
smoked, but never drank. He said that it was a 
temptation to go in; that he always resisted it. 
He said. “I haven't any trouble resisting the 
temptati n to go into a saloon and take a drink.“ 
He was rather taciturn and inclined to shut up, 
but at leneth he talked readily without any hes- 
itancy and sat still and quiet, holding the conver- 
sation with three or four persons. He didn’t 
turn around and twist around any more than any- 
body would 

Q.—Did he talk any on religion? A.—Yes. 

Question of Religion and Law. 

Q.—State what he said about it? A.—He was 
asked the question in connection with Corpora- 
tion Counsel. He said he considered Christ the 
fountain-head of the law and that religion was 
the law; that the spirit of the law was, “Do 
unto others as you would have them do unto 
vou.“ Or words to that effect. That theology 
was the foundation of the law, and he quoted 
scripture to base his arguments on. 

There waa a bad look on the face of Attor- 
ney Wade when he began the cross-examina- 
tion of Dr. Yount. e endeavored to show 
that the doctor’s specialty was far from any- 
thing in medicine involving mental troubles, 
but was parried by the statement of the wit- 
ness that he at the present tfme had two 5 
tients whom he was treating for paranoia, 
was asked to give their names, but claimed 
the protection ordinarily given to a physician 
under such circumstances, and the court held 
that he need not violate the ethics of the med- 
ical profession by giving the names of his pa- 
tients. 

Q. - When you asked him his plan for- elevating 
the tracks, did he ee you any definite plan that 
he had for accomplishing the work? A.—He did 
not. He merely said that he would elevate them.

Jailer W. K, Morris was put on the stand to 
testify in regard to the conduct of the pris- 
oner while in jail.

The State Closes Its Testimony.

With the evidence of Mr. Morris the State 


announced that it would rest and the defense 
called three witnesses in sur-rebuttal. Robert

purpose ral rebutting the evidence

The witness said that he did not think that 
there was any difference in the prisoner's con- 
duet now from what it was when the trial be- 
gan. There wasa wrangle over allowing the 
witness to express an opinion as to the men- 
tal condition of the prisoner, based upon ob- 
servations made since the trial an,and it 
was held to be incompetent on the ground 
that the witness should have been called ear- 
lier in the case before the defense had rested. 

John Prendergast was called once more and 
testified that it was he and not the prisoner 
who had attended school with Witness Mar- 
moyle, thus dis of one witness who had 
testified as to the sanity of the prisoner. 

Long and badly written letters written by 
the defendant were deciphered by one of his 
attorneys and read to the jury at the after- 
noon session. These included letters that he 
had written to Archbishop Corrigan, Henry 
George, Edward O. Brown, and his attorneys, 
Wade and Essex. These letters were full of 
incoherent utterances, and all but one of 
them were written after the crime was com- 
mitted. After being read to the jury they 
were placed in evidence.

MAN Y PERSONS EXPOSED TO CONTAGION, 


A Sailor Smitten with Smallpox Visits the 
Government Building. 

By far the most serious case of smallpox yet 
discovered in Chicago developed yesterday in 
the office of Dr. Walter Whitney, head sur. 
geon of the Marine Hospital, in the United 
States -Government Building. Patrick Mo- 
ran, a sailor, 82 years oid, living at the Knick- 
erbocker House, No. 79 Jefferson street, had 
been sick for three days, and walked down- 
town yesterday to consult the surgeon. He 
jostled hundreds of people on the street, in 
the corridors, and in a crowded elevator. As 
soon as the surgeon examined the man he 
found that his ailment was smallpox 
and notified the Health Department 
atonce. The patient was taken immediately 
to the smallpox hospital. This is the only in- 


sed to the contagion. 

oran came into this port on the steamer 
Nellie Reddington, Capt. Connor command- 
ing, one week ago, and been a guest at the 
Knickerbocker ever since. A few minutes 
after the ambulance that bore the sick sailor 
away from the Postoffice departed two in- 
spectors from the Health Department arrived 
and took possession of Dr. Whitney’s office, 
also of the room occypied by Dr. John B. 
Hamilton, drove n out, and thor- 
oughly fumiga the premises. Upon 
leaving — een the doors and put 
up a pres ag sign. Dr. Hamilton was 
absent at the time, and on his return 
was astonished at the startling sign on his 
door. Then he called up the Health Of- 
fice, and was told of the visit and the removal 
of Moran. Dr. Hamilton said that it was 
useless to put a card on his door simply be- 
cause the unfortunate man had been in his 
office a few minutes. This office,’’ he said, 
is under Federal jurisdiction, and we will 
attend to the fumigation. The man was in 
the first stage of the disease, and I don't 
think he infected anybody in passing through 
the building.“ 

The hospital office was closed during the 
afternoon and will be disinfected today and 
tomorrow. > department officers visited 
the Knickerbocker and vaccinated all the in- 
mates. The boatin question, lying at the 
foot of Clybourn place, was likewise visited, 
and everybody there was vaccinated. 

Other cases reported yesterday were Mrs. 
Stephen Gurtin and three children of No. 166 
West Eighteenth street and Sallie Anderson 
of No. 1089 Sheffield avenue. They were all 
removed to the hospital. 

Commissioner Reynolds of the City Health 
Department said yesterday: 

What a court Judge in Terre Haute, Ind., may 
rule as to the powers of the State Board of 
Health compell healthy children not exposed 
to smallpox either to be vaccinated or to quit 
going to school cuts no figuré in Chicago. No 
such question as that has ever been 
raised here. We don’t go quite 80 
far in our efforts as to force anybody to 
be vaccinated, but we use every persua- 
sive argument possible to induce: him to submit. 
However, there are people who don’t believe in 
vaccination, hen we meet such people and 
— 5 say No,“ rather than have any trouble 
with them we let tbem go. The question of ex- 
cluding children not vaccinated from the schools 
has not been raised in Chicago, The fact is 1 
can’t say that we have had any of the children re- 
fuse to be roomates: The department physi- 
cians atten that work have been laboring 
in the schools ban three weeks, and I think they 
put virus into the arm of every child they can 
get hold of. 

Commissiover Reynolds still contends that 
an epidemic of the disease has been averted 
simply because so many people have been 
and are being treated with the preventive. 
There have been. less than 100 cases since the 
‘contagion first made its appearance and only 
sixteen deaths. were of people who 
had never been vaccinated. The Commis- 
sioner had a letter from the Health Depart- 
ment of New York yesterday reporting 430 
cases in that city.

WINTER REIGNS NOT. 


, BOPE FOR THE HOLIDAYS. 


Fields Are Green, and Crocuses Are Said 
to Be in Bloom=—The Death-Rate Is 
High, and Christmas Trade Sadly Un- 
profitableeMore War

the New York Times.]—The proverb about 
full churchyards' and green Christmases is 
no new thing, but it must be a long time since 
anything so discovragingly verdant in mid- 
winter was experienced in Northern Europe. 
There has been no Saturday as yet this sen- 
son when London’s swarms of golfers have 


out beyond the suburbs to play the game on 
open green turf. With the exception of an 
evanescent flurry a month ago there has been 
no hint of snow, and hardly a frost worth 
mentioning. Trees and shrubs throughout 
Southern England have budded and there are 
reports here and there of early-planted cro 
cuses being already in bloom. Closely linked 
with these are other reports of an exceptional- 
ly high death-rate everywhere, which is ex- 
plained only in part by the influenza. 

Christmas trade is said to be worse than 
usual, principaily because continental manu- 
facturers, who have an increasing monopoly 
of British holiday wares, seem to have 
produced nothing at all in the way of at- 
tractive novelties. It is noted that the 
use of _ holly and mistletoe, which 
formerly was the most distinctive feature of 
the English Christmas, has greatly gone out, 
particularly among shopkeepers. For every 
dozen stores thus decorated ten years ago 
there is hardly one today. Similar accounts 
of mild weather and large mortality come 
from all parts of the continent, and the great 
fur interests centering in Leipsic and Vienna, 
which ordinarily do a tremendous business in 
Christmastide, are threatened this year with 
grave losses. 

Forebodings of Strife. 

Throughout Europe there is estimated to be 
130,000 more men under arms than at last 
Christmas. It is now the universal expecta- 
tion that when the Christmas of 1894 comes 
around it will find an altered map. The strain 
is too heavy. Something must give way some- 
where during the coming year. There is no 
exaggeration in speaking of this view as gen- 
eral. So keen and tranquil an observer as 
Sir Charles Dilke, who has been always here- 
tofore in the habit of assuring me, where mat- 
ters seemed critical, that the chances reully 
were heavily against a war, has now changed 
his mind. This is true of other students of 
the international situation less well known, but 
whose opinions carry great weight. Although 
what remains of the winter and increasingly so 
in the spring, we nay be prepared for a suc- 
cession of war alarms much more definite and 
violent than any durmg recent years. 

Just at the moment Constantinople hap- 
pens to be the center of apprehension, Pri- 
vate letters came yesterday from a personage 
long and intimately connected with British 
diplomacy in the East. saying that the Sul- 
tan’s terror of assassination or of a popular 
uprising has reached the stage of acute 
panic; that the whole city is in a state of un- 
rest and fright, such as existed when Abdul 
Aziz was murdered, and it is seriously be- 
lieved that there will be a sensational change 
of some sort during the next few weeks. 
Much, of this doubtless turns upon 
the fear that Russia intends a sudden 
naval descent upon the Bosphorus and the 
Dartianelles. All experts agree that Con- 
stantinople is practically unable to offer 
a defense against such a descent. 
The Turkish fleet is all laid up in- 
side the inner Horn without coal or muni- 
tions of war. The shore forts 
are quite antiquated and worthless. 
If Russia made such an attempt its practical 
result will be a union of her Black Sea and 
Mediterranean fleets, a total of eleven vessels, 
backed by ten French vessels, which makes 
twenty-one, to offset England’s thirteen in 
those waters. In the case of such a demon- 


stration of course there will be a 
state of war, and actual hostili- 
ties will be A matter of hours 


rather than days. The space of a single fort- 
night might cover not only a seizure of Con- 
stantinople and its nominal defenses, but also 
a great naval battle with the odds severely 
against England. Iam notsaying that such 
a sinister springing of events is regarded here 
as likely to happen whatever may be feared 
in timid Stauboul, but the whole thing is 
quite among, the possibilities. 
Greece’s Plan for Repud lation. 

Less spectacular but quite as serious is the 
international aspect of Greece’s proposed re- 
pudiation of her debts. This is what 
Tricoupis’ financial program really involves. 
The Greek exterior gold loans, amounting to 
over $100.000,000 and chiefly held in England 
and Germany, are secured by hypothecating 
certain forms of international taxation. Tri- 
coupis calmly proposes to annul his plédges 
and declare these taxes available for govern- 
mental uses instead, No doubt with their 
public debt of £6 per capita the Greeks find 
this aa extremely comfortable way out 
of the dilemma, but the London 
and Berlin Foreign Offices have served 
a plain notice that no such thing will be per- 
mitted, and I know that steps to enforce this 
warning are in contemplation, which officials 


here regard as grave in the extreme. 
Here also everything is felt to 
have been altered by the fact of 


the presence of the Russian warships in the 
Mediterranean. This, indeed, seems likely 
to be the one principal occurrence for which 
the year 1898 will be memorabie. There is 
nothing anywhere in the domain of the old 
world politics which it cannot be said to have 
changed. 
Failing Health of the Pope. 

Despite Chauncey Depew’s impressions it 
remains true that the Pope is not expected by 
those about him to live through the summer, 
as has been said frequently in these dis- 
patches. He has no special malady, and it is 
quite intelligible that he should impress a 
visitor who chanced to see him in his 
better hours as a vigorous, finely 
preserved old man, But he has recurring 
periods of complete physical inability to keep 
pace with his nerves and mental action; he 
has to be watched continually’ to 
guard against sfidden seizures of faintness 
and the dangers of overexcitement.

It is doubtful if the 
seat would have been retained if Harcourt’s 
retraction of the statement that the Naval 
Lords supported the government in saying 
that naval supremacy would be maintained 
under present plans had been made public in 
time. It was this assertion in Tuesday’s de- 
bate which was the strongest point in the 
government case. The permanent officers of 
the Admiralty compelled Harcourt to with. 
draw it. Indeed, it is fair to assert that the 
Naval Lords quite agree that British naval 
supremacy is fast disappearmg. Harcourt’s 
explanation removed entirely the reassuring 
effect of the government speeches, and public 
feeling is heightened by the report that Har- 
court withdrew Tuesday’s sanguine assertions 
under pressure of the threatened resignation 
of the entire Board of Sea Lords. Many be- 
lieve that Sir Charles Dilke touched the only 
real reason justifying the war scare when he 
said in Tuesday's debate: “The most dan- 
gerous illusion any inhabitant of the United 
Kingdom can have is that we are a popular 
power. We are probably the most unpopular 
of the great powers.”’

OFFICIALS AT BERLIN IN DOUBT, 


Popular Feeling Against New Tax Pro- 
posals Decreases Ministers’ Confidence. 
| Copyright, 1898, by the United Presa.) 

Bertin, Dec. 23.—Although the Reichstag 
has adjourned, leaving the ministry tri- 

umphant alofg the whole line, great uncer- 
tainty prevails in official quarters concerning 
the future. The confidence of the Min- 
isterialists, hitherto unshaken, is now decreas- 
ing. No disastrous defeat is expected, but the 
Ministers feel their position has been shaken 
by the growth of popular feeling against all 
the new tax proposals except the one affecting 
the bourse. 

Dr. Miquel, Prussian Minister of Finance, 
yesterday gave a valuable interview explain- 
ing the situation to the editor of the Deutsche 
Warte. He complained to the editor that the 
lack of large, solid partiesin the Reichstag 
hindered the fiscal reforms. The old groups 
had crumbled to pieces, he said, and each of 
the new ones must be approached in the way 
of its special interests. This staté of affairs 
prevented Germany from becoming a strong, 
centralized State. 

It is evident Miquel*ignored the fact that 
government owed its recent successes to the 
chance manipulation of the small parlia- 
mentary factions. These successes would 
have been impossible had the large, compact 
groups still existed. 

Sound imperial finance,’’ Dr. Miquel con- 
tinued, could not be obtained without 
fiscal reforms. The government can have no 
object other than the country’s good, yet the 
opposition threatens the Ministers as if they 
were enemies of the empire. Taxation of to- 
bacco is opposed asif tobacco were a neces- 
sity of lifel The tax doubtless would lead to 
some dislocation of the tobacco industry, but 
if 10,000 tobacco workers should be thrown 
out of work what then? Most of them would 
find work in other industries. While the 
country generally would experience no dis- 
comfort, the Treasury would be relieved.”’ 

Dr. Miquel admitted the vine tax proposed 
would be modified, but all the contemplated 
alterations of his plans he declared would not 
touch the principle. The premiums on ex- 
ports of sugar would be left intact, he said. 
The gqvernment fully recognized the depres- 
sion in the agriculture districts. When the 
Prussian Landtag should open a measure 
would be introduced for the creation of agri- 
cultural chambers in which the interests of 
great lund owners and small farmers would 
be represented equa The government 
would assist the chambers in agrarian re- 
forins and in obtaining agricultural credit. 

Dr. Migdel said he was convinced the grain 
growers exaggerated: the effects which the 
treaty with Russia would have upon the price 
of cereals. Anyhow it was proposed to pre- 
vent Russian grain from entering Germany 
by side ways. Besides, having concluded 
treaties with other powers, Germany could 
hardly decline to conclude one with Rus- 
sia. Undoubtedly the Russian monetary 
system presented ai grare objection. 
It was always dangerous to conciude 
commercial treaties with countries hav- 
ing unstable currency systems. If no under- 
standing should be reached with Russia, who 
could predict what might happen in Russia’s 
negotiations with other countries?) Finally 
Dr. Miquel thought the Reichstag, however 
bitterly prejudiced against the new tax pro- 
posals, would approve the scheme in bulk as 
there was no alternative plan to meet the in- 
creased expenditures, 

Workmen Turn Out Anarchists, 

In consequence of many outrages recently 
committed by Anarchists the German trades 
unions and Socialist codperative societies 
generally are purging their lists of members 
suspected of anarchistic tendencies. The 
Berlin Socialist committee has refuged to 
grant any support to the strike of shoe- 
makers because a majority of the strikers are 
Anarchists of a violent type. At Wiesbaden, 
Bischofsheim, and Mainz the police have ar- 
rested several men who were cuunterfeiting 
two-mark pieces aud using the proceeds to 
help the cause of anarchism. Three other 
men of similar occupation and principles 
have been arrested in Ruedesheim, on the 
Rhine. All these men have criminal records 
of considerable variety.

The depression 
is felt more severely in the building trades, 
including carpenters and cabinetinakers, but 
it also extends to others. The Christmas sales 
are reported by the shopkeepers to be small 
beyond parallel, only the cheapest goods find- 
ing buyers. 

Cabinet Council at Berlin. 

A Cabinet council was held today over 
which Count Botho Zu Eulenburg, the Prüs- 
sian Premier, presided. Chancellor von 
Caprivi was present. The council discussed 
the subjects to be treated of in the speech 
from the throne at the opening of the Land-

Lo xbox, Dec. 23.—Before the House of 
Commons adjourned last evening the govern- 
ment whips were informed by representatives 
of both Liberals and Radicals that if the 
closure should not be applied stringently 
after the recess to the ‘debate on the parish 
councils bill the members of the majority 
would take matters into their own hands. 
Discontent over the misconduct of business 
prevails in all groups of the government sup- 
porters. 

Jan. 1 men from all sections of the major- 
ity will meet at the National Liberal club to 
discuss the difficulties of the situation. It is 
now seen that the weakness of Mr. Mellor, 
Chairman of the Committee of the Whole 
House, permitting an infinite number of 
amendments to be debated is not the 
sole cause of the success of Conserva- 
tive obstruction. For some reason the 
government has fought the obstruction 
policy of the minority only loosely and half 
heartedly. The Unionists say the reason for 
this is that the Ministers are riding for a fall, 
as they desire an early dissolution. If Mr. 
Gladstone and his colleagues have any such 
intention they are likely to be thwarted by 
their party, who will not permit a policy of 
this sort to mature. One of the main ob- 
jects of the meeting at the National Liberty 
club, in fact, is understood to be the an- 
nouncement of the demand that the govern- 
ment carry out before the dissolution the 
principal measures promised in the New- 
castle program. 

Nor will the Liberals consent to the undue 
prolongation of the session on the precedent 
of the long Parliament. The report that the 
Cabinet is considering the expediency of a 
two-year session to avoid the necessity of the 
Queen’s speech is not agreeable to the bulk of 
government members. What they insist upon 
‘isasummary disposition of the bills before 
the House and then prorogation followed by 
resumption of work, with a royal message 
promising a series of measures which ought 
to be carried before the dissolution. What- 
ever Mr. Gladstone’s plans and preferences in 
the matter he will be forced, in view of over- 
whelming party feeling, to accede to these de- 


in ands. 
Duke of Edinburg’s Annuity. 


The Duke of Edinburg, despite his accept- 
ance of the throne of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, is 
to draw £10,000 annually from the British 
Exchequer. When Mr. Gladstone announced 
this arrangement to the House he threw down 
a bone of contention between the government 
and the Radicals. He knew that his proposal 
would irritate Mr. Labouchere and his col- 
leagues and therefore seized a chance to take 
them unawares. Mr. Labouchere, however, 


notice already of a motion to the effect that, 
as the Duke of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha is a sov- 
ereign Prince of the German federation, his 
whole annuity from Great Britain should be 
stopped. If the government attempts to 
sinother debate on this motion Mr. Labou- 
chere will renew it during the discussiou of 
the estimates, when there will be no way of 
suppregsing it. 

The Radicals were especially irritated by 
the spectacle of the Irish members voting 
£10,000 to the Duke of Edinburg. They 
say that this was, carrying the agreement of 
the Nationalists to support the government a 
little too far. The Duke's income, drawn 
chiefly through his wife's dower, is known 
accurately to be more than £200,000 an- 
nually. Heis not liked by the classes in 
Great Britain, and is utterly unknown to the 
masses. Even the Conservative newspapers 
admit that £10,000 will be a heavy price to 
pay merely to keep up the Duke’s British 
connections, for which nobody excepting the 
royal family cates. The Spectator, Unionist, 
deplores the whole arrangement. In a leader 
on the subject it says: 

If Germany should be at war with England the 
Duke ought to command the German fleet. Asa 
sovereign he is not subject to English law, even 
when residing in England, as has been shown by 
the case of the Sultan of Johore. He therefore 
should not enjoy any appanage as a British 
Prince. If it is true that the Duke wants money 
because his predecessor wasted the Saxe-Coburg 
Gotha property let him ask for £10,000 yeerly 
from his subjects. 

Concessions on Employers’ Liability. 
The conflict between the Lords and the 
Commons over the contracting-out clause of 
the employers’ liability bill is certain to re- 
sult in the Lords assenting toa compromise. 
The workingmen’s deputations sent to Lord 
Salisbury to talk over the question give the 
appearance of probability to the idea that che 
trades unions are divided on the bill. The 
fact is that all the unions officially oppose 
the amendments made in the Upper House. 
Lord Salisbury is not likely to increase the 
clamor against the peers by frustrating the 
policy of the bill. 

Lords of Admiralty Form a Plan. 

The Globe, Conservative, pretends to know 
that the Lords of the Admiralty threatened to 
resign unless Sir William Harcourt, Chancel- 
lorof the Exchequer, should explain to the 
House that his opinions as to the conditions 
and requirements of the navy differed from 
theirs. The story originated from Sir Will- 
iain Harcourt telling the House Thursday 
that, when in the naval debate he spoke of 
the Admifalty experts as satisfied with the 
navy’s condition, he ought to have discovered 
their approval as limited merely to the relative 
force of various countries in the first-class bat- 
tleships completed. in the present fiscal year. 
The truth is that the Admiralty experts are 
having their own way and feei no need to 
threaten their retirement from office. The 
Cabinet has given Earl Spencer, First Lord of 
the Admiralty, free hand to produce a great 
scheme of naval construction. 

Speaker Peel Prostrated with Influenza, 

Arthur Wellesley Peel, Speaker of the 
House of Commons, is prostrated with in- 
fluenza. He is unable to leave his bed and re- 
quires careful and constant nursing. 

Why Holiday Pardons Are Not Given. 


Chief Secretary for Ireland to follow the prec- 
edent set last Christmas, when the Donegal 
prisoners were released, and to remit the sen- 
tences of the Irishmen now imprisoned for 
treason-felony.

Anglo-Indian houses confidently expect that 
a duty on silver imported into India will be 
introduced at the beginning of the next fiscal 
year. The continuance of large silver ship- 
ments to India is attributed partly to the de- 
mand for hoarding, partly to the require- 
ments of the natives for ornamerts, but prin- 
cipally to speculation, The natives in India 
expect that a heavy duty will be fixed, causing 
the value to rise, and therefore are purchasing 
their supplies in advance.

“MONSIEUR DE PARIS” IS ALARMED, 


Public Execationer of France Warned Not 
to Guillotine Vaillant. 

Pagpis, Dec. 23.—Deibler, the public execu- 
Gioner, otherwise known as Monsieur de 
Paris, has received many letters stating that 
if he executes Vaillant, the man who threw 
the bomb in the Chamber of Deputies, he will 


be blown up. Deibler evidently fears these 


threats will be put into execution if he 
guillotines Vaillant and he has asked to be 
allowed to give up his position. 

The police are still searching for Paul 
Reclus, the nan who is supposed to have had 
some sort of connection with Vaillant in his 
scheme to blow up the Chamber of Deputies. 
It is reported he is en route to Turkey. 

An explosion occurred last night in the 
house of the Mayor of the Village of Lowre, 
near Rheims. Nobody was hurt. A copper 
tube was found which contained the explosive. 

The Journal Officiel publishes a circular 
from M. Dubost, Minister of Justice, direct- 
ing public prosecutors to apply stringently 
the measures against Anarchists. 

Codina’s Courage Failed Him. 


Barcevona, Dec. 23.—Jose Codina, the An- 
archist who has confessed that he threw the 
bomb that caused upward of thirty deaths in 
the Lyceum Theater, has made a further con- 
fession giving details of his crime. He says 
he was selected by an Anarchist group to as- 
sassinate Gen. Martinez de Campos in Sep- 
tember last. He, in company with two or 
three comrades, including Pallas, went to view 
the march past of the troops, it being 
his intention then to assassinate Gen. 
de Campos, who was the reviewing officer. He 
took a position from which it would have 
been an easy task to have carried out his 
project, but when the troops arrived his 
courage failed. The reason for this, he says, 
was that he realized that if he threw a bomb 
amid the crowd that surrounded Gen. de 
Campos he would have killed or wounded 
hundreds of persons. He had the bomb ready 
to throw, but the thought of the many inno- 
cent persons that would suffer restrained him 
from throwing it. 

Pallas, as the time set for the assassination 
drew neaf, urged Codina to throw the bomb. 
Seeing that Codina hesitated, Pallas angrily 
snatched tbe bomb from him, saying: 
** You're 30 Nod. Pallas’ nerves were evi- 
dently unstruag by the wrangle, and for a 
time he hesitated to throwthe bomb that he 
had seized. Had hethrown it as he origi- 
nally intended he would have killed Gen. 
de Campos, but the delay, which allowed the 
crowd surging about the reviewing stand to 
grow thicker, saved the life of the General. | 

Pallas, when arrested and until his execu- 
tion, insisted that he alone was responsible 
for the attempted assassination, and despite 
the close questioning of the authorities he 
never, by a word, betrayed that Codina orany 
one else had anything to do with the crime. 
It was this fact that made hima hero in the 
eyes of the Anarchists, who knew all the 
facts. His stoicism and willingness to accept 
death rather than betray his comrade led 
Codina to determine that he would give effect 
to Pallas’ threat that his execution would be 
avenged, 

Shortly after Pallas was shot at Mount 
Juich Codina began his preparations to 
avenge his comrade’s death and the explosion 
at the Lyceum Theater followed. 


NIHILIST STAKELBERG IS A BARON. 


He Owns the Island of Worms, Which 
Russia is Trying to Buy.

—The Nihilist known as Friedrich Stakelberg. 
who was much spoken about in Paris lately, 
is none other than the Baron Friedrich von 
Stakelberg, from the Russian Government 
province of Esthonia. His family is one 
of the oldest and most respected in the 
Baltic provinces. He is an only son, 
was splendidly educated, and showed un- 
usual capabilities. When Baron Stakel- 
berg came to Berlin he wus already a 
Socialist. What drove him into the arms of 
the social democracy is not known. It is 
said that he was concerned in a 
case of lese majeste (high treason). Sub. 
sequently he went to Switzerland, and 
finally settled in Paris, where he becaine a 
Nihilist. Baron Stakelberg possesses enor- 
mous wealth. He owns the Island of Worms, 
on the west coast of Esthiand, and may be the 
financial backer of Vaillant and other French 
Anarchists. Negotiations between the Rus- 
sian government and the Nihilist Baron are 
now pending for the acquisition of the island.

Stakelberg certainly employs all of his in- 
come in the interest of the Nihilist or Au- 
archist cause.

BATTLESHIP IN HEAVY WEATHER. 


The Resolute Unable te Proceed in a 
Storm in the Hay of Biscay. 

QvugENstowN, Dec. 23.—The twin screw 
first-class battleship Resolute, which left 
Plymouth Monday last for Gibraltar to join 
the British Mediterranean squadron, put 
back to this port today. It encountered a 
severe storm in the Bay of Biscay and made 
heavy weather of it. Huge seas boarded it 
and swept its decks. Life lines were rigged, 
but despite this precaution one of the crew 
was washed overboard by a comber that came 
over the bow. Several other members of the 
crew were injured and the ship was consider- 
ably damaged, In view of the condition of 
the ship it was decided to run for Queenstown, 
where repairs could be effected. One of the 
life-boats was washed out of the davits. 

The gunboat Gleaner, a twin screw vessel 
of the first class, which was proceeding for 
Gibraltar in company with the Resolute, 
put into Villagaria. One of the Gleaner’s 
steam pinnacles was crushed to the deck. 

The admiralty authorities refuse to give 
information concerning the damage 
sustained by the Resolute. The Resolute 
is of 14,150 tons displacement, and under 
forced draught its engines are of 13,000 
horse-power. It was built in 1892 at Jarrow- 
on-Tyne. 

Several vessels have been wrecked off the 
Bay of Biscay and others damaged at the 
port of Bermeo, fourteen miles from Bilbao. 
Nine members of the crews of these vessels 
were drowned. '

Deputy Deloncle Wants France to Take No 
Backward Step in Siam, 

Paris, Dec. 23.—M. Deloncle, a leading 
member of the Chamber of Deputies, has 
sent a letter to the Gaulois, in which he de- 
clares he will oppose the creation of a buffer 
State between the French and British posses- 
sions in Asia. It would be better, he says, for 
France to evacuate Siam than to allow the 


‘founding of such a State. 


The Echo, in au urticle on the same subject, 
says: 

We made a mistake in admitting the principle 
of a buffer State. The Chamber of Deputies must 
reject any concession that will take from us the 
smallest portion of the left bank of the Mekong 
River. We must not give up at any price any- 
thing that we have won. 


BAKERS AT MADRID MAY STRIKE, 


Precautions Being Taken to Supply the 
Spanish Capital with Bread, 

Maprip, Dec. 23.—A strize by the journey- 
men bakers of this city is impending. The 
Governor has applied to the military authori- 
ties to erect tempgrary bakeries outside the 
city and todetail military bakers to make 
bread for the use of the population. The Gov- 
ernors of adjoining provinces have been re- 
quested to hold supplies of bread in readiness 
for use in Madrid. In view of these precau- 
tions it is the general opinion that if a strike 
occurs it will cause little inconvenience to the 


people of the city.

yke’s sympathetic interpretation of the 
paintings from those of Raphael to the Ecce 
Ancilla Domini“ of Dante Gabriel Rossetti. 

The frontispiece is Appropriately enough 
Raphael's Madonna del Gran’ Duca,” 
which is one of the most perfect of these pict- 
ures which express the sentiment and signiti- 
cance of the Nativity by simply showimg the 
Virgin and the Babe. The coincidence of 


Léonardo da Vinci, Michael Angelo, and 
Raphael in Florence at the inning of the 
sixteenth century marks the highest period of 
Italian art. Michael Angelo had perhaps the 
mightiest genius of the three, while Raphael 
was the apostle of sweetness and light, the 
worshiper of beauty. The Madonna del 
Gran’ Duca was bought in 1799 by the 
Grand Duke of Tuscany, from whom it takes 
its name. It now hangs in the richly deco- 
rated rooms of the Pitti Palace. The

fancy. Says Dr. Henry Van Dyke in The 
Christ Child in Art” (Harper & Bros.)—the 
chastest book that the present season has 
called out: 

Since Jesus was bornin Bethlehem the world 


das learned a new reverence and tenderness for 


- « » This was, indeed, a discovery 
incalculable value to human art as well as to 
uman life. It has given a new theme to poet 
painter—a theme of which ancient art and 
ture knew comparative little and showed 
mut few and faint traces, Childhood has only be- 
gun to come into itsown in works of art as well 
as in deeds of charity, since men have heard and 
the story of the Christ child. 

It is not the intention here to repeat the 
tale of Bethlehem, which never can be told 
more eloquently than in the simple narra- 
tives of the New Testament; but to suggest 
the wealth of beauty that has been lavished 


on this tale by the fancy of the werld—fancy 


that has expressed itself in song and story, 
but especially in form and color. The gos- 


owner became so fond of it that he 
carried it with him when he went into exile, 
and believed that it was a source of . blessing. 
The ground of the E green. 
Against this the half-length figure of the 
Virgin is in soft relief. Her robe is deep 
blue, her gown red, with a black border, 
without ornaments or jewels, and of that in- 
distinguishable material which Raphael used 
for his most sacred personages. His rever- 
ence was shown in making the dress forgot- 
ten. Mary’s face is pensive, virginal, ex- 
quisite, touched with the modest beauty of 
pure womanhood. A light veil protects but 
does not conceal her smooth brown 
hair. Her soft hazel eyes are bent with 
a contented gaze upon ber Child. 
Her upper lip is pressed upon the lower as if 
asweet thought were ssing through her 
mind and would soon break into a tender 
smile. The Child sits lightly upon her hand, 


shoulder and turning to look with a gentle, 
almost sad, gaze upon the world which he 
came to save. There is a mystery of unfath- 
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pressing his right cheek lovingly against her 


standingin a pose of loveliest confidence, 
with one of his feet resting on the bare foot 
of the Virgin, Dr. Van Dyke says: 

It is the sense. of a beautiful moment that 
Raphael has preserved for us with that sensitive 
and tranquil art, which was the true expression 
of his soul—a moment beautiful with all that is 
most fresh and bright in nature and most serene 
in mother love—a moment beautiful because it 
is transient, passing away as the delicate charm 
of spring is lost in the full tade of summer, yet 
woven forever into the character and growth of 
the Christ Child. 

The Russian ** Madonna and Child,” by V. 
M. Vasnetzoff, from the cathedral at Kieff, 
belongs to the same class of pictures as Ra- 
phael’s ** Madonna del Gran’ Duca,”’ but how 
reat is the difference in conception! The 
‘irgin’s face, true to the traditions of the 
Greek Church. conveys a reminiscence of the 
old Byzantine type. But her figure, conceived 
in the modern spirit, is simply yet majestical- 
ly placed ina vague, dim landscape stretch- 
ing away in the twilight. The Child, pale, 
solemn, wide-eyed, a Child of divine sorrow 
and hope, lifts his arms with a gesture of in- 
describable exultation, as if he would pro- 
claim liberty to all the inhabitants of a suf- 
fering land. 

Truly it is notin vain that the subtitle of 
this work is A Study of Interpretation.“ 
But one misses the Sistine Madonna by 
Raphael which contains perhaps the most 
glorious image of the Christ Child that the 
world has ever seen. This paintingis to be 
found in the Royal Gallery at Dresden, Sax- 


ony. 


It was painted by Raphael as an altar 
piece for a church in Piacenza. Italy. In a 
far corner room in the great Palace of Art in 
Dresden it is now placed, probably to remain 
until the colors shalifade from the canvas. It 

is the only piece in the room. The figures are 
of life size. When that room is entered all 
voices are hushed, and all merriment 
silenced. The place is as holy asa churoh. 
In the center of the canvas is the Virgin 
Mother, with a young, almost girlish face of 
surpassing loveliness. In her eyes affection 
and wonder are blended, and the features and 
the figure are the most spiritual and beautiful 
in the world’s art. People have wondered 
where Raphael found that face. It is not 
voluptuous like the Italian, nor heavy like 
the German, nor light like the French, 
nor cold like the women of more northern 
nations. It is the ideal woman's face for all 
nations and ages, and yet it is typical of none. 
In the Mother's arms is the Divine Child, 
with those strange. far-away-looking eyes that 
casual visitors so little understand—eyes that 
even in babyhood seem reading the future and 
beginning te see the greatness of the world’s 
sorrow. 

Amory H. Brad ford, in a brochure entitled 
„he Sistine Madonna—A Christmas Medita- 
tion (Fords, Howard & Hulbert), says of 
this immortal work: 

Raphael has made the Virgin the most beauti- 
ful woman ever dreamed of by art. Perhaps he 
was right. Who knows? Of hardly any other 
prominent character in history is there so lit- 
tie recorded as of Mary. Luke alone of the 
Evangelists even mentions her place of resi- 
dence. Probably she was one of those modest 
and sweetly beautiful souls that grow in se- 
clusion like flowers among mountains. 0 

The Jews believed in angelic ministries. It 


could have occasioned her no surprise that an 
angel should speak ; the wonder was that the word 
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should have come to her. But when the annun- 
ciation came, with sweet submissiveness she re- 
plied: “‘ Behold the handmaid of the Lord; be it 
unto me according to thy word.“. . The 
moment that Raphael has selected for his great 
picture is when she stands in sweet anticipation 
and bewilderme:t, with her babe in her arms, 
dimly conscious that she is the chosen of God, 
and glowing with the joy of motherhood. 

Only a few out of the half hundred master- 
pieces in Dr. Van Dyke’s book can be repro- 
duced, so only one can be selected to repre- 
sent our own times. The author says that he 
knows of but one significant and noble paint- 
ing ofthe annunciation in our century. That 
is Roseetti’s Ecce Ancilla Domini in the 
National Art Gallery at London. The picture 
as one looks at it for the first time appears 
dreamlike in the strange beauty of its color. 
It is a lily of white and gold, but with infinite 
gradations and shadows of light trembling 
through the hue of purity and the hue of love. 
All this is lost in the engraving; and yet it 
is still possible to feel something of the pene- 
trating sweetness of the picture's conception. 
The poet-painter has chosen a mo- 
tive which art has hitherto neglected. 
He thinks of the annunciation as coming like 
so many other angelic visions in a dréam. 
The time is the border land between sleeping 
and waking, the visionary hour of early morn- 
ing. The pale flame of the night lamp is 
about to expire; the cool light of dawn shines 
through the window. The strong Gabriel ap- 
pears in theaspect of one of whom it is written, 
‘‘He maketh his angels spirits, his ministers 
a flame of fire,’’ and the very air kindles at 
his feet into aureate flames. Mary is fair and 
delicate. She has just awakened; half rismg 
from her couch she is not looking at the 
angel. She does not see him. Her eyes are

Such pictures 
bring the memory of the gospel close to the 
heart of the common people. 

There is a deep lesson in this book, The 
Christ Child in Art.“ It holds up to the world 
a simple and pure ideal of domestic life.

The false and cruel conditions of industrial 
competition and the morbid overgrowth of great 
cities where human lives are crowded together to 
the point of physical and moral suffocation have 
raised an enormous barrier between great masses 
of mankind and the home which their natural 
instinets desire and seek. The favored classes on 
the other hand are too much alienated by false 
standards of happiness, by the mania of publici- 
ty, by the insane rivalries of wealth to keep their 
reverence for the pure and lovely ideals of domes- 
tic life. A new aristocracy is formed which 
lives in mammoth hotels and a new de- 
mocracy which exists in gigantic tenements. 
Publie amusements increase in splendor and 
frequency, but private joys grow rare and diffi- 
cult, and even the capacity for them seems to be 
hiner ny ogee at least in the two extremes of human 
society where the home wears a vanishing aspect. 
But deep in the heart of humanity lies the 
domestic passion which will survive mistakes;of 
a civilization not yet fully enlightened and prove 
the truth of the saying: Before the fall Para- 
dise was man’s home; since the fall home has 
been his Paradise.“ For after all, it is only from 
such quiet and holy homes as that in which the 
child Jesus lived at Nazareth that the children of 
the future can come who shall feel when man- 
hood dawns that they must be about their 
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Father’s business and follow the Christ, the 

ing, to the serene and bloodless triamph of his 
kingdom of childlike faith and hope and love for 
all mankind. 

On the legends of-the Christ Child and the 
Virgin related in this book it is only necessary 
to toueh lightly, for many of them are famil- 
iar. How beautiful, for instance, was the 
fancy of one of the Italian artists which 
represented the Child as running in from play 
to present his mother with the passion flower. 
Many incidents of life in Joseph’s carpenter 
shop have been told botb in rhyme and color. 
The most significant incident of all was that 
in which the sunlight streaming upon the 
Child, who stood with outstretched arms, 
threw upon the floor the shadow of the cross.

There is another story which touches upon 
the danger of the flight into Egypt.

It is said that a malicious little 
black beetle overheard the soldiers’ question 
and thrusting up his head answered, The 
Son of Man passed here last night.“ This 
is the reason why the Highlanders stamp on 
the black beetle when they see it saying,

Many pictures are taken from legends, but 
Luce Olivier Merson created a story when he 
painted In the Shadow of Isis.“ The Vir- 
gin, sheltered in a corner of a ruined temple 
and holding a child at her breast, looks up in 
amazement and sees upon the gray stones be- 
side her the gigantic outline of Isis, the 

ood mother, the faithful nurse, suckling 

er son Horus.“ What thoughts of wonder 
must have passed through her heart. It isa 
marvel, this imagined coincidence in Egypt, 
but a marvel in the spirit of the complex 
nineteenth century. 

There are many people who object to all 
fables, to all legends and pictures connected 
with the subject of Christmas. They do not 
require the external aids of art or romance to 
stir their hearts through the imagination. 
Such persons celebrate Christmas in the 
spirit. To them may be commended the 
ardent lines of Whittier, who may be termed 
not irreverently our modern American

A PARADISE FOR ANARCHISTS, 


Spain’s New Mode of Dealing with the 
Chronic Disturbers, 


Philadelphia Record: Instead of banishing 
the Anarchists to plot murder and destruction 
among neighboring people, as the French 
have done, the Spanish Government has 
adopted a wise and humane policy in regard 
It is reported by 
cable from Barcelona thata large number of 
Spanish Anarchists have been deported to the 
Ladrone Islands, in the North Pacific Ocean. 
The name of these Spanish possessions, tran- 
slated into plain English, means the Islands 
of the Thieves, on account of the klep- 
tomaniacal propensities of the na- 
tive inhabitants. There is no danger, 
therefore, that the native remnant of popula- 
tion on the Ladrones will be corrupted by 
contact with the Anarchists. As the natives 
and the newcomers hold common views con- 
cerning personal rights of property, they will 
not have the slightest difficuity in fraterniz- 
ing. Since neither believe in individual own- 
ership of land, or anything else, they can ex- 

ropriate the property of each other to their 

earts’ content. Thus by a happy union of 
native thieves and Spanish Anarchists society 
on the Ladrone Islands can be elevated to the 
condition so eloquently depicted in commu- 
nistic dreams. 

In fact, these islands of the sea will consti- 
tute a very earthly paradise of the Anarchists. 
Travelers relate that the Ladrones abound in 
bread fruit, bananas, yams, cocoa, and nearly 
ali tropical and semi-tropical fruits and vege- 
tables. Mushrooms of most delicious flavor 
grow to enormous size. Cotton, tobacco, 
and Indian corn can be produced there 
with vesy little labor. @ woods are 
full of swine and cattle, which can 
be hunted when needed. But if the 
exertion of hunting, or of planting In- 
dian corn, should be too great, the Anarchists 
would need only to reach up to the trees and 

luck all the food they might require. Re- 
ieved of the restraints, the misery and 
wretchedness of modern civilization, against 
which they have risen in murderous revolt, 
they can saunter all day long and discuss 
plans of socialism for the ultimate regenera- 
tion of the human race. What more could 
they desire? So far from complaining of the 
harshness of the Spanish Government, they 
should — 1 . rejoice over the possession 
of so delightful an abode. 

The Spanish method of dealing with the 
Anarchists is eminently worthy of the imita- 
tion of all other civilized nations. The Samo- 
an group of islands contains enough territory 
to serve as a colony for all the Anarchists in 
the universe. As the physical conditions are 
much the same as on the Ladrone Islands, the 
Anarchists could live in Samoa with little 
exertion, while they would have ample 
opportunity to put in practice their plans 
of social progress. Whenever a secre: society 
advocating the employment of dynamite as 
an agent of social and ——— regeneration 
shall be discovered by the police, whether in 
New York, Paris, or London, its members 
should be deported in a body to Samoa.

Some of these street merchants are studies. 
This year a pew oue set up shop in front of 
the Adams Express Building on Dearborn 
street. She had an old kitchen table which 
she carried down from her home on Mohawk 
street, several miles from her business 
house.” It occupied more of the sidewalk 
than such places should, and she was com- 
pelled to stand in the gutter as she called her 
wares. Her stock consisted of the tin ostrich 
automatically constructed ‘go it struts a few 
steps, dragging a tin vehicle. This is a chest- 
nut in the trade. It w&s introduced by the 
street venders several seasons ago, but this 
old woman was induced to buy a lot, and for 
nearly a week she tried to get rid of her stock.

Her stock cost her 60 
cents, and for three days she hadn't sold an 
ostrich. Her car-fare cost her five cents a 
day, for she rode one way only.

was any. These strings are 10 cents each 
and can be used for anyting that is not prac- 
tical.

They are imported from Turkey, you are 
informed, and then you begin to think of the

„ go“ on the streets of Chicago before Christ- 
mas. 

The bareheaded blind man on the corner of 
Dearborn and Monroe streets is a new one on 
that corner. Last winter he was around at 
the La Salle street tunnel. Then he had a 
ragged beard and an old slouch hat. This 
winter he is clean-shaven, wears the collar 
and cloth of a priest, and holds an ancient 
type of silk hat in one hand for contribu- 
tions, steadying himself on his staff which he 
holds in the other hand. Only women 
‘* patronize’’ him and he doesn’t appear to be

SMOKE NUISANCE IN OTHER CITIEs, 


A National {Movement May Be Decided 
Upon. 6 

Philadelphia Press: New York City has 
suddenly awakened to the fact that it is not 
safe from the smoke nuisance. which has 
afflicted nearly every other large city in the 
country. Its manufacturers have discovered 
that soft coal can be used to advantage i 
cheap furnaces and unless some way is fou 
to stop the growth of the nuisance the atmos. 
phere of New York will soon be as polluted 
as that of Chicago or Cincinnati. It has been 
wisely decided, however, to take hold of the 
matter promptly and 1 appealing to the 
Board of Health and the Board of Aldermen 
to check the evil before it becomes a well 
established practice. 

If other cities had taken the same course 
they would not find thémselves nowin the 
toils of smoke producers who propose to defy 
city ordinances and public opinion as long 55 
they can. Chicago is in perhaps the worst sit. 
uation of any city except Pittsburg. To en. 
courage the establishment of manufactories 
and to bring railroads to its doors the former 
city winked for years at all sorts of evils, 
Smoke is one of them, and what at first wag 
considered only a temporary inconvenience 
has grown to be a public nuisance that it will 
need a generation or more to eradicate, A 
heroic effort was made before the opening of 
the World’s-Fair to stop the indiscriminate 
emission of smoke. A society was formed 
and an anti-smoke ordinance was passed by 
the City Council and a brave crusade begun, 
but while some smoke producers have been 
fined the result as yet has not been very en- 
couraging. 

There is no question, however, as to the 
ability of manufacturers and other coal burn- 
ers to stop the production of smoke. Inven 
tion has solved the problem and constructed 
furnaces that will burn cheap coal without 
smoky chimneys. It has been demonstrated 
that this can be done, and it is only the selfish. 
ness of smoke producers that prevents the 
general adoption of these appliances.’ 
will continue the nuisance so long as the pub. 
lic permits this violation of pri¥ate rights and 
allows itself to be inconvenienced injured 
in order to contribute to the greed of others, 


And the presence of smoke is not only an ih. 


jury to property; it is a greater injury to 
health. Its insidious influences in this 
cause much more harm than is done in de- 
stroying the beauty of buildings and marring 
furniture and garments. | 

A national movement against the smoke 
nuisance has been proposed, and considering 
the number of cities that are now fighting it 
such a step is likely to be decided upon. It iu

THE FINE ARTS. 


One of the sculptors whom the Exposition 
brought to Chicago, and who, having come, is 
loath to leave. is Mr. Emil H. Wuertz, who has 
taken a studio at No. 71 Dearborn street. * tem 
now Mr. Wuertz is at work on a replica of 
ideal bust which he calls Pride and poor pet > 
has found a place in the Art Institute. The pose 
of the figure, which is that of a young woman, is 
excellent, the lines from every point of view be- 
ing harmonious and pleasing. The head is 
thrown back haughtily, the eyes looking down to 
the left, and the delicately modeled lips slightly 
curled with an expression of scorn that is at once 
dignified and imbues the beholder with 
the conviction that the object of the sentiment 
probably deserves it. The outline of the features 
is purely Greek, and the arrangement of the hair, 
which is gathered into a loose knot at the back 
of the neck, adds to the classic effect. The breast 
is partially draped, and on the neck rests a 
pendant composed of a small crown and a pea- 
cock’s feather, both suggestive of high-bred 
hauteur. The bust is by no means the only ob- 
ject of interest in Mr. Wuertz’s studio. He 
has studied for several years in Paris 
under sculptors like Mercié* and Rodin, 
and in his room there are several 
bits of work reminiscent of his student days. 
Among them is a portrait of himself in cap and 
blouse, done in low relief by MacMonnies, who 
happened to be one of his companions in Rodin's 
studio. There are also on the walls several ex- 
cellent portraits executed by Mr. Wuertz, who 
has a happy way of catching likenesses in plaster 
that has won him admission ‘to the salon more 
than once. Mr. Wuertz, it may be remembered, 
was one of the American sculptors who received 
a medal for his work at the Exposition.

Depression has not overlooked art circles in 
the attentions it has been showering upon the 
rest of the world these last few months. Local 
artists are experiencing it in the low prices their 
finished work commands and in a falling off in 
order work unprecedented at this season of the 
year. The members of the Chicago S5So- 
ciety of Artists in varticular have cause 
for complaint in the small sums which 
their annual sale of pictures has 
brought them. Mr. Boutwood's “ Trysting Place 
and Mr. Vanderpool's Early Church,“ two of 
the best things in the holiday display, may be 
cited as examples. The former brought only 
$26 and the latter 6823. Many of the less im- 
portant canvases, it is scarcely necessary to 
say, were sold for the equivalent of the pro- 
vorbial song. In round figures, however, the 
sale netted $1,000, which seems a fairly com- 
fortable sum. The dealers, too, admit that busi- 
ness does not warrant them in making any spe- 
cial effort towards securing special exhibitions. 
People who have been in the habit of purchasing 
canvases that pleased them without too-anxious 
consideration of the price are this year buying 
reproductions or even World’s Fair photographs.

It will be rather diverting to those who can- 
not bring themselves to unqualified admiration 
of Miss Mary Cassatt's impressionistic style to 
read the eulogistic sketch of her work which 
André Mellerio has written as a preface to the 
catalogue of her paintings and engravings now 
on exhibition at the Durand-Ruel galleries in 
Paris. Of her “Young Girls Picking 
Fruit,” for example, M. Mellerio says gravely, 
after an elaborate description: One must turn 
to Puvis de Chavanne to find such masterly skill 


as is shown in this decorative scene. Being French, 


M. Mellerio has a perfect right to his opinion so 
far as Puvis de Chavanne, his countryman, is 
concerned, but how about this dictum? It 
must, in all sincerity, be said that, with the ex- 
ception of Whistler, Miss Cassatt is perhaps the 
only artist with a highly trained, individ- 
nal, and distinguished talent that Amer- 
ica actually vossesses. M. Mellerio does 
not believe in damning with faint praise. 
Miss Cassatt, it may be remembered, was respon- 
sible for the Modern Woman panel which or- 
namented the western end of the Woman’s Build- 
ing during the Fair. Her etchings. printed in 
color, have also attracted some attention, chiefly 
on account of their broad treatment. She was 
born in Pittsburg and studied at the Philadel- 
phia Academy until she went abroad, when she 
pursued a somewhat eclectic course of training 
in Italy, Spain, Holland, and France.

The pieture- buying public, having experi- 
mented in various fields of art, shows signs of ro- 
turning to first principles. This is true at least 
80 far as that class of productions which falls 
easily within the limits of the dealers’ portfolios 
is concerned. The successive rages for étch- 
ings, water color drawings, and colored prints 
have spent themselves, giving place to a normal 
and healthful taste for acquiring all three. 
But inasmuch as a fad of some kind 
isa necessity of modern existence fine old en- 
graved portraits of the French school and mezzo- 
tints after English masters are in demand once 
more. This shift in public taste makes the illus- 
trated article on Sir Joshua Reynolds by Freder- 
ick Keppel in Scribner's for January especially 
timely. Nota few of the portraits which are re- 
produced, as well as those of which Mr. Keppel 
writes, are in the portfolios of which Mr. Kirk- 
wood has charge here in Chicago. Among them 
is that of Dr. Goldsmith, engraved by Marchi, a 
mezzotint of sprightly Mrs. Hale as I' Allegro,“ 
by Watson, and a good impression of Mr. Hen- 
derson as Macbeth with the three witches 
glowering at him on the right, by Jones. 

People who are interested in portraiture as 
etchers and engravers interpret it will find no 
lack of good modern examples of the art at Kep- 
pel’s. Rajon, who of course holds first place, is 
represeuted by that most charming and delicate 
of all etched portraits, Susanna Rose,“ the 
bolder and perhaps better known etching of 
George Eliot. and his gloomy, careworn Thomas 
Carlyle. Legros’ portrait of Cardinal Manning 
is another remarkable piece of work, the kindly, 
thought-worn face expressed with so few lines 
impressing one with a deep sense of spirituality. 
Quite a different element predominates in Zorn’s 
latest etching of Mr. and: Mrs. Charles Deering, 
the proof of which was noticed some weeks ago. 
Material well being and contentment with a 
dash of elegance by way of spice—thatis the 
story it tells. It is selling rapidly, as was to have 
been expected, although the comments of the 
Deerings’ friends upon the likeness is said to be 
of the most contradictory character.

A healthful note 
of criticasm is struck in some observations upon 
the recent exhibit of the Arts and 
Crafts Society of London, Regt ling the 
follies of the “ crafty artists the 
Portfolio says: Neither in charagter nor in 
merit is it (the exhibition) to be distinguished 
from its predecessors. It contains the usual 
number of well-designed and well-woven tapes- 
tries, of solidly made and expensive furniture, of 
dexterously hammered grilles and sconces, of 
patient and sometimes well-directed needlework, 
of well- bound books, and of perversely excellent 
printing. But, as usual, it fails to bring much 
comfort to those who have at heart. the future of 
English artistic activities. If it preaches a gos- 
pel at all it is the gospel of pure individualism, 
And art of the decorative kind only flourishes 
where the individual works within a tradition, 
where he accepts the progress made good by his 
forerunners and devotes his own powers to mak - 
ing another step toward what we call per- 
fection—toward what is, as a fact, an 
ever-shifting harmony between life and its 
material accompaniments, No one can spend 
an hour in the new gallery without being struck 
by the fact that a large proportion of the objects 
exhibited can only, as far as their design goes, be 
described as barbarous. They are too often re- 
turns to a primitive cradeness of expression to 
be explained simply by the inability of their de- 
signers to distinguish between those refinements 
which are artistically true and logical and those 
which are meaningless and vulgar.” There is a

IDYL OF ROYALTY. 


When the present French Republic was pro- 
claimed early in September, 1870, Jules Favre 
became Vice-President and Minister of Foreign 


sentatives of France he wrote that the popula- 
tion of Paris has not pronounced the deposition 
of Napoleon and his dynasty ; it has registered it 
in the name of right, justice, and public safety.“ 
More than that, as Sir Erskine May truly says in 
his Democracy in Europe,’ military failures 
are never forgiven by Frenchmen, and men of all 
parties—however opposed to a republic—agreed 
that the Man of Sedan’ could no longer rule 
over them. So that even if the Prince Imperial 
had not fallen in the Zulu war, for which he en- 
listed to reéstablish the fighting qualities of the 
family, making an exhibition of foolhardiness 
rather than of courage, the chances of the Na- 
poleonic dynasty would not have been helped by 
his being at hand to take advantage of another 
revolution. 

Zola supplied in La Debacle whatever was lack- 
ing to give the finishing stroke to the Napoleonic 
idea in France, picturing the last representative 
of the French Cmsars to sit upon the French 
throne as a painted automaton, a helpless tool 
in the hands of designing courtiers, who, led by 
the ambitious and not less designing Empress, 
precipitated the downfall. 

This leaves the throne clear for a representa- 
tive of the old monarchy should France decide 
that a King shall again rule over her. 3 

But for the fatuous stand taken by the Comte 
de Chambord that he would not become the legit- 
imist King of a revolution; that he would not re- 
nounce the white flag of France; that he would 
shbmit to no conditions, the house of Bourbon 
might have returned to the throne of the restored 
monarchy in 1873. 

Certainly the chances were more in his favor 
than were those of Louis Philippe, “the King of 
the barricades, when he gained in those days 
the throne which he had coveted for fifteen years. 
It would seem that the game of royalty were not 
yet played out in France, and many are the 
methods resorted to to keep alive and fan into 
fiame the dying embers of faith in kings. 

The Figaro is the mouthpiece of the royalists 
and never loses an opportunity to plead their 
cause, as has already been said in these columns. 
The following entitled a Royal Idyl,”’ is to the 
uninitiated only what its title indicates. It was, 
without doubt, intended by the writer, who 
signs himself Amicus, as an appeal for the 
cause represented by the heroine of the narra- 
tive, which he tells in a manner and with adjuncts 
‘to arouse not only sympathy for Princess Helen, 
which is deserved, but also for the family in their 
banishment from the country and the throne of 
St. Louis.

Two days ago one of the great English 
dailies, in terms almost official, announced the 
betrothal of the Princess Helen of Orleans to the 
heir to the Russian crown. “ We learn,“ said 
the Times, from an authoritative source that we 
may expect to receive any day the announcement 
of the bétrothal of the Czarowitz to the Princess 
Helen of Orleans. The next day the same jour- 
nal printed the following telegram from M. 
Camille Dupuy, private secretary of the Count 
of Paris: I am directed by the Comte de Paris 
to beg that you will contradict the report of the 
betrothal of his daughter. H. R. H. the Princess 
Helen, to the Czarowitz, a mendes which is with- 
out foundation.’ 

Any one who happened to 12 at the Lyons Sta- 
tion of the Lyons and Mediterranean railway yes- 
terday might have seen a tall and beautiful young 
woman, with an aristocratic and gracious air, a 
slender and almost imposing figure, dressed in 
exquisitely quiet taste, surrounded by a few 
friends, entering a railway carriage which was 
about to depart southward. This was the 
Princess Helen, who, accompanied by M. and Mme, 
de Costa, was starting to Brindisi, where the 
Duke of Orleans awaits her arrival, and with 
whom she will depart thence for a visit to Upper 
and Lower Egypt.

She who thus set out yesterday leaves 
Europe to seek in the brilliant sunshine of the 
borders of the Nile the penetrating light which 
will dissipate the shadows which now enshroud 
her heart in darkness. It is nota secret and we 
may now give to the general public the simple 
narrative, which will incline all hearts to her 
who is its heroine, that the Princess Helen’s affac- 
tion for the Duke of Clarence was so strong as to 
be touching in its depth and sincerity; that this 
affection, moreover, for the eldest son of the 
Prince of Wales and therefore heir to one of the 
greatest of earthly thrones, was fully recipro- 
cated by him whom death but a short time ago 
cut off in the prime of life, and tore from the lov- 
ing arms of his family and from the hope and 
esteem of a nation. 

This love was porn during a visit which the 
Count of.Paris made with his family to Queen 
Victoria at Balmoral. There, as everywhere 
else, the raidiant beauty of the Princess Helen, 
her irresistible kindliness, her truly royal ele- 
gance, the charm of her smile, the soft brilliancy 
of ber eyes, gained the approbation and won 
hearts of all. 

Above all the Dake of Clarence was thrilled by 
the overpowering ensemble of this apparition of 
loveliness and an irresistible affection sprang up 
spontaneously between these two hearts, which 
were from the firat moment of their meeting 
drawn to each other. 

Friendly at first, then with more courage the 
vows of one were listened to with fellow-fecling 
by the other, and in their touching trust in each 
other the vista of marriage seemed already to 
open before them.

It is further true 
that Prince Waldemar is the sixth son 
son of the King and Queen of Denmark, that he 
has no chance of mounting the Danish throne, so 
that the concessions made by the Pope are leas 
striking as favors and less important in their 
consequences than if they had to do with an heir 
presumptive to the English crown.

The Count of Paris made no protest against 
the simple and straightforward confession which 
his daughter had made to him. He bowed before 
the sentiment of his daughter, whose heart, will, 
and mind equally command respect, and limited 
himself to saying that no union was possible 
without the consent of the Holy See, while ad- 
mitting, naturally, that on the part of the Duke 
of Clarence and the royal family of England no 
serious opposition would be raised; that this be- 
ing the case it would be easy to arrive at the de- 
tails of an agreement, once they knew exactly 
the conditions of the consent, which was a mat- 
ter to arrange with the Holy Father. It was 
then that the Princess Helen, understanding that 
the consent of the Pope would be her starting 
point, betook herself to Rome. 

She was armed with no special facilities tc aid 
her in securing an audience with the Holy Father. 
She could address herself to neither of the French 
Ambassadors, at the Quirinal or at the Vatican. 
The melancholy situation of the daughter of a 
Prince exiled from his country came to her in 


She, the Princess of the royal house of France, 
the daughter of the representative and the right- 
ful heir to the throne of the French monarchy— 
she who had always cherished the profoundest 
love for la belle France, now ‘found herself in 
Rome, placed between two representatives of the 
French Government, not daring and not wishing 
to ask either of them to act as an intermediary in 
securing an audience with the Holy Father.

But Leo XIII. eut short her hours of gloom 
and sadness. As soon as he heard of the wish of 


send word to her that he was ready to receive 
her. She hastened into his presence, As she 
entered Leo XIII. was seized with saduess and 
admiration, for behind the beauty of her coun- 
tenance his paternal solicitude divined the 
anguish of a soul and with an ineffable kindness 
he asked her the reasons which had brought her 
to his side. 

The Princess Helen then opened her soul to 
him. She told him of her love; she gave him an 
outline of the happy and conciliating influence 
which a Catholic Princess could exercise, seated 
upon the steps of the English throne, perhaps 
some day upon the throne itself. She recalled to 
him the conditions upon which he had given his 
consent to the marriage of the Princess Marie de 
Chartres with the Prince Waldemar of Denmark, 
and she explained to him how she believed that 
these same conditions would be sufficient to sat- 
isfy the royal family of England and prevent 
their placing any obstacles in the way, 

The Pope remained silent and the Princess re- 
newed her efforts. She reminded him how calam- 
itous for the Catholic faith in England had been 
the rigor of the Holy See, but far from yielding 
in the smallest degree the Pope, though deeply 
moved, exclaimed: Les, I understand and ap- 
preciate the pangs you suffer; I feel them. But 
when one has the honor and glory of belonging 
to that grand and royal race which has made 
France forever the eldest daughter of the Church, 
it is imperative that you show that you know how 
(are able) to suffer for the faith; that you know how 
to accept with haughty pride the griefs which the 
time honored glories one has inherited carry in 
their train. And not only can I not consent to 
what you have asked of me, not only can I not 
permit that you take upon your young shoulders 
the burden of the responsibility which even the 
partial abandonment of the faith of St. Louis 
would entail upon you, but, still more, it is you 
who must announce my refusal to the young 
prince upon whom your heart has been bestowed. 
It is you who must make him accept my decision 
without a murmur. Itis you finally who must 
adjure him to consent to form other ties in order 
to assure the succession to the throne to which 
he will fall heir.”’ 

And, upon saying these words, the Holby Father, 
whose powers were visibly exhausted, placed his 
hands upon the brow of the young Princess 
kneeling at his feet, remained 4 long time in 
silent prayer, then abruptly closed the interview 
and entered his oratory. 

The Princess, deeply dejected, making a su- 
preme effort to control herself while§ crossing 
the broad galleries and the Salle des Gardbs. 
where the chamberlains and Swiss officers ranged 
themselves respectfully as she passed, took 
refuge under the dome of St. Peter's at the foot 
of the altar, and there, remaining for a long time 
on her knees, she, sans doute, placed her almost 
superhuman sacrifice at the foot of the cross.

On her return to England, faithful to the 
sorrowful mission which the Holy Father had 
imposed upon her, she gave back to the Duke of 
Clarence the word which he had pledged to her, 
and climbing to its summit the calvary of her 
love she adjured him to contract other ties and 
to think of the successors which he should pro- 
vide for himself should he ever come to sit upon 
the glorious throne of the United Kingdom. 
Later, as is known, the Duke of Clarence was 
betrothed to the Princess May. But, we may 
tell it now, when one of these two is dead and 
the other married, the Duke could never banish 
from his memory the beloved image of the young 
and heroic Princess to whom he had given his 
heart. 

Still later, when he was taken ill and extended 
upon the bed from which he was never to rise; 
when those around him saw approaching the de- 
lirium with which he was seized toward the end, 
care was taken to lead the Princess May from the 
chamber of grief, where she was until then a 
constant watcher at the side of her betrothed, in 
order that sho might not hear the august invalid 
calling out incessantly in his delirium the name 
of the Princess from whom the will of the 
Holy Father had forever separated him, 
As forthe Princess Helen she had not to drink 
to the dregs the bitter cup which had been raised 
to her lips; she had not to see him whom she had 
loved with an affection so deep and sincere be- 
come the husband of another, and build about 
him a fireside to which she must have been for- 
ever a stranger. 

The Princess May, received with acclamation by 
a powerful nation, has found consolation in an- 
other marriage which places her upon the steps 
of the English throne.

As for the Princess Helen she is at this 
moment on her way to the bright sunshine of the 
Orient. She leaves for some months the Europe 
which has seen the sufferings of her young heart. 
She will find in the great and glorious past which 
the land of the Pharaohs evokes..in the splendid 
remains of an older civilization which bear wit- 
ness to the grandeur of ancient Egypt, in 
the dim consciousness of the infinite 
which the mysterious proximity of the 
desert invokes, des sources inconnus from 
which her lofty spirit. her high intelligence, her 
strong heart will draw, if not forgetfulness, at 
least surcease of sorrow, and she will return from 
these surroundings ready to take up again the 
life of high ideals which still opens before her, 
and feeling that the whole world bows with ro- 
spect before the loftiness of the sentiments of 
which she has given proof during the sorrowful 
period through which she has passed.

all that time and now two publishers bring it 
out, Murray in London and Charles Scribner’s 
Sons in New York, and by the courtesy of the 
latter house I am allowed the privilege of ad- 
vance sheets. The book is in two stout vol- 
umes and for all that the editors tell us that 

‘they made use of only a small portion of the 

material they had to work from. 

Fates Against the Biography. 

There seems to have been a sort of fatality 
concerning the preparation of this book. It 
was Dean Stanley’s wish that Sir George 

Grove, who accompanied him to America, by 
the way, should write his life, as he was one 
of his literary executors and had been as- 
sociated with him for twenty-five years, but 
when the Prince of Wales made Sir George 
director of the new Royal College of Music 
his duties there would, not permit of 

puch an amount of literary work as his 
lite would necessitate, so Theodore Waldron, 
an old friend and schoolmate of the Dean’s 
at Rugby, was chosen for the task. Mr. 

Waldron died in 1887, four years after be- 

ginning his life, and then Dean Bradley, 

Stanley’s successor at Westminster, took it 

up. He had not carried it on far when his 

health prevented his going on with the work 

and it was given over to Mr. Rowland E. 

Prothero, who carried it on totheend. It 

been no easy task, the quantity of ma- 

terial tending to embarrassment. The editors 
or editor, for I suppose most of the work 
has been done by Mr. Protbero, 
has had the good sense to let the Dean tell as 
much of the story of his life as possible. 

This was a simple matter, for few men ever 

wrote longer letters or kept more elaborate 

journals, but at the same time it is not every 
editor who would have culled from them so 
wisely or so well. 

Dean Stanley, as has been told more than 
once, was descended from a fine old family. 
His father was Bishop ef Norwich, so he came 
naturally by his ecclesiastical tastes, To his 
father Arthur Stanley owed “his energy, 
vigor, toughness of fiber, sense of duty, in- 
terest in public questions, and liberal opin- 
ions whether in politics or theology, says his 
biographer. | 

Arthur Stanley must have been a precocious 
child, for before he was 6 years old he would 
sit with a book all day, if allowed, learning by 
heart try, or anything that attracted him, 

but ‘does not like being questioned, coloring 
buch, and hesitating.’ At 6 years old, during 

a period of prolonged illness, he amused him- 

self of his own accord by making maps, 

drawing one of a different country almost 
every day, printing the names, and keeping 
the character, the outline, of each.’ In this 
way, his mother adds, he has quite taught 
himself geography. 
One of Dr. Arnold’s Boys. 
He was always small and delicate anda 
tstudent of books and men. Asa boy at 
ugby (he waa one of Dr. Arnold’s boys) he 
escaped rough usage at the hanas of his 
schoolmates. Even whena lad at Rugby he 
wrote long letters to his family, giving de- 
tailed accounts of all he saw or heard. Dur- 
ing vacation he visited Dr. Arnold at Allan 
Bank and went with him to call upon Words- 
worth at Rydal Mount. Of this call he says: 
“In the afternoon with Dr. Arnold to 
Rydal Mount. Wordsworth had come back 
Friday. . . He is an old man with silver- 
gray hair, and rather untidily dressed. 
dont think there is anything peculiar in his 
face except, perhaps, a great mildness.”’ 

From by Stanley went tu Oxford and 
entered Balli College. He was very unhap-

was unhappy many years later when he 
left Oxford and his friends there for London 
and the Deanery of Westminster. 

The first view of Westminster Abbey had by 
Dean Staniey was on the occasion of Queen 
Victoria’s coronation.

Stanley had a genius for friendship, and it 
never showed itself more eenspicuously than 
in his relations with Dr. Arnold. Nor was 
the genius less remarkable for its intensity. 
In his intimate friendships, which were, of 
course, few. there was no reserve. To his 
mother and sisters his heart and mind stood 
open from the earliest years. From Hugh 
Pearson or the late Prof. Jowett he had no 
secrets. And with his wife the union of 
thought and feeling was so complete that it is 
nly wonderful how much affection, sympa- 
a > and interest it left to spare for others. 
Stanley's relations with the royal family 
were always the most cordial. The death of 
the Prince Consort brought with it important 
consequences to Stanley. It had been one of 
the last wishes expressed by the Prince that 
Prof. Stanley, as he then was, would accom- 
pany the Prince of Wales in a tour through 
the oly Land. At first he did not want to 
go, but as every one urged him and he knew 


that the ee desired it he accepted the invi- 
tation. e Prince of Wales was then about 


20 years old. During this trip Stanley kept a 
journal and so did the Prince. From the lat- 
ter I have not yet the opportunity of quoting, 
but I dare say that it is no more entertaining 
than Stanley's: 


The Prince of Wales Rides a Donkey. 


After luncheon there wasa ride through the 
streets on donkeys, much to the horror of the old 
Turkish Pasha, the Chamberlain, who thought it 
not at all convenable, and adduced to the con- 
trary the example of the Comte de Chambord. 
But in vain. H. R. H. rode on a donkey called 
“Captain Snooks”; . . . had “Tom 
Saxers ; some one else “Bill Thomson.” We 
rode round the. streets. . Of course the 
novelty was gone; but the rush of the Oriental 
imagery seemed to me as remarkabie as ever. 

At the termination of the Turkish quarter we 
were met by five beautiful open carriages, in 
which we were (in order to save the igno- 
miny of arriving on donkeys) to reach the 
English church. But no carriages could penetrate 
the intricate and narrow lanes of the Coptic 
» and so we defiled on foot through these 

ithy passages. It was a remarkable 
ost © the Prince’s quickness of memory and 

indness of attention that in church he recog- 
nized Crichton (of whose arrival in Egypt he 
had not heard a word) as having once played at 
tennis with him at Oxford. He, immeiately on 
coming out, said to me: Was not that Crich- 
ton? stopped for him, begged me to cali him. 
and spoke to him for some minutes. That is cer- 
tainly a most useful and king-like quality. 

The Prince was as active and eager in those 
days as he is today. Before daybreak, while 
the rest of the camp was asleep, he was up and 
off to the pyramids. No sooner was he missed 
than the rest of the party set off full tilt after

We all reached the base of the Great Pyramid 
from different directions, and in the dim twi- 
light I stumbled over some one as! was setting 
foot on the first step. It was the Prince. 0 
were so early that the Arabs had not collected, 
and instead, therefore, of the superfluous nelp 
that most travelers find there were not enough 
even te furnish one apiece.

The sun had just risen, and the view, but for the 
mist on Cairo, was glorious, although, no doubt, 
far inferior to the view at sunset. We sat there 
for about half an hour and then came down.

I came off with flying col- 
ors and puta question which no one could an- 
swer: * With whom did Lady Isabel dine on the 
fatal night?“ It is impossible not to like him 
(the Prince), and to be constantly with him 
brings out his astonishing memory of names and 
persons. 

At the anniversary of the Prince Consort's 
death Stanley spent a week at Windsor. 
Such a week of various mournful, moving 
scenes I never passed. Sunday, Dec. 14, 
1862, two, special services were held in the 
Queen’s private rooms, both of which were 
conducted by Stanley.“ 

The Queen had desired that I should read some 
part of the last chapters of St. John, some pray- 
ers, and perhaps an extract from my sermon. 
, In the morning 1 went at 9:45 to Mrs. 
Bruce’s room, and with her and Lady Augusta to 
the fatal room. I went in first. here was the 
valet. who had been with him at his death. 
There was a table placed for me. In a 
few moments they came in. began by 
kneeling down and reading two prayers, chiefly 
made up from the burial service. I then sat 
down and read John xiv.. 1-6, 18-20, 27. 28; xvi., 
7, 16-22, 28, 32,33, and upon these verses read 
about five pages of reflections, which I had writ- 
ten in the morning. Then two more prayers and 
the Lord’s Prayer, and an enlarged form of the 
blessing. The Queen then rose from the bedside, 
where she had en kneeling, kissed the 
Princesses (I think the Princes kissed her hand), 
kissed the Bruces, and then came across to me. 
I knelt and kissed hr hand, and she passed away 
with all the others. The room was almost ex- 
actly as it was whon I saw it before, except, per- 
haps, that there were fresh garlands of flowers 
on the beds and round the bust. 


The Queen Tells of Her Accession to the 
Throne. 


The Queen had many private interviews 
with Stanley, and in one he asked her for an 
account of the news of heraccession, to which 
she replied in this simple manner: 

It was this. About 6 a.m. mamma came and 
called me, said I must go and see Lord Conyng- 
ham directiy—alone. he up. put on my dress- 
ing-gown, and went into a room where I found 
Lord Conyngham and the 1 of Canter- 
bury. Lord Conyngham knelt, kissed my hand, 
and gave me the certificate of the King's death. 
In an hour from that time Baron Stockmar came. 
He had been sent over by King Leopold on hear- 
ing of the King’s dangerous illness. At 2p. m. 
that same day went to the Council led 
two uncles, the King of Hanover 

Duke of Cambridge. Lord Mel-

through those two years to my marriage. Then 
I was in a safe haven, and there I remained for 
twenty years.

There is nothing in the life of Queen Victoria 
more touching than her devotion to the mei- 
ory of her husband. 

Stanley’s Marriage. 

Stanley’s connection with the court brought 
him frequently into contact with Lady Au- 
usta Bruce, fifth daughter of the seventh 
arl of Elgin.“ He seems to have liked her 
from the first and their friends settled 
it that they should marry. It was some 
time before Stanley could make up his mind 
to propose, but he did at last and was accept- 
ed, and a more devoted husband or a better 
assorted pair never stood before the altar. 
Lady Augusta had all the qualities that he 
lacked, and she was a tower of strength upon 
which he leaned heavily. The news of Stan- 
ley’s approaching marriage and his accept- 
ance of the Deanery of Westminster was an- 
nounced at the same time. From an ec- 
clesiastical point of view Stanley was all that 
could be desired in a Dean, but had he pos- 
sessed greater ability as a financier or known 
better how to cope with the practical details 
of business the Abbey might have been 
spared some annoyances. aac 

In such questions Stanley found it impossible 
to take an interest, and his real ignorance of 
money matters made him timorous. e never 
mastered arithmetic, and though, when at Rugby, 
he considered himself not so very bad an ac- 
countant, he never quite appreciated the differ- 
ence between eighteen-pence and one-and-eight- 
sence. In this same connection Mr. Locker- 
am pson relates of him a characteristic story: 

I was telling him that Musician Hallé’s cook 
had lately won a good round sum of money in a 
lottery with the number 23. 16 was inter- 
ested, and asked her how she came to fix on so 
lucky a number. O! sir.“ said she, “I hud a 
dream. I dreamt of number 7. 1 dreamt of it 
three times, and as three times 7 makes 23 I 
chose that number. sir. When I had concluded 
my story 1 observed a wistful expression on 
Arthur's countenance, as if he were ready, nay, 
anxious, to be amused, but could not for the life 
of him quite manage it.

An Interview with Pio Nono,

He spoke of the Queen and said that 
she had lately had a great misfortune in bei 
upset out of her carriage in the Highlands. 
replied “ Yes; but her. chief misfortune has been 
that she has lately lost her excellent husband.“ 
Ah, yes! he — that may be, but neverthe- 
less itisa great misfortune to be upset out of 
your carriage.“ 

He spoke also of Oxford and described, on the 
name being mentioned to him, Faber. { do not 
think any of the other Oxford names were fa- 
miliar to him. I meationed Samuel Wilberforce, 
the Bishop. Hut he only said. Ah! Wilber- 
force! he is one of the Oxford professors. The 
Bishop on hearing this atterwards was extreme- 
ly indignant, and suid, “ It shows the ignorance: 
of the man.’ He finally said. You know 
Pusey? When you meet him give him this mes- 
sage from me—that I compare him to a bell which 
always sounds to invite the faithful to church 
and itself always remains outside.“ 


On the occasion of the second interview 
with the Pope in 1866, Stanley was accom- 
panied by Sir Stephen Glynne.

He 
said, I have seen something of this kind before.

We spent one or two minutes in endeavoring to 
ascertain who Thompson could It turned 
out to be Townsend, who had come in former 
rears on a mission for converting the Pope. The 

ope said, with shouts of laughter, “And what 
do you suppose he came to dof-—the most ridicu- 
lous thing in the world, to attempt the fusion of 
the two churches. What nonsense! As if in mat- 
ters of faith you couid make exchanges. In mat- 
ters of politics and commerce you can subtract 
and make exchanges, but in matters cf religion, 
in matters of the seven sacraments, to say Take 
five and leave two ’—quite ridiculous !”’ 

He also spoke of the difficulty of understanding 
Townsend's Latin. Townsend, in fact, had, as we 
afterwards learned, insisted on sveaking in Latin 
with the English pronunciation. so that he said 
Sancte Pater, which the Pope understood to 
be Sancte Peter,.“ and was much gratified but 
at the same time perplexed, He said, It is im- 
possible to understand the pronunciation. We 
pronounce it in this way ’’-—and he then repeated 
the first two lines of the Zneid.”’ 

When we got up to go away, and I knelt to kiss 
his hand, he again dwelt on the fact that the cas- 
sock was the same which he had seen worn by 
“Thompson”; and so we we parted. 


The Dean and Lady Augusta at Potsdam. 


In 1891 Dean Stanley and Lady Augusta 
visited the continent. At Potsdam they spent 
three days with the Crown Prince and the 
Princess Royal at the Neve Palais. It was a 
pleasant party. 

The next morning we breakfasted with them at 
9 a. m., with all the children, including the baby, 
which was carried about while the others ate. 
They are delightful children, excellently well- 
mannered, and talking with real intelligence— 
Prince William, Princess Charlotte, Prince 
Henry, Princess Victoria, Prince Waldemar, and 
the baby (Sophie). Afterwards we walked in the 

ardens, which have all been created by the 

‘rown Princess. Before there was only rough 
round around the palace. Their dinner or 
uncheon was at 2 p. m., again with the chil- 
dren. The dinner or supper, with the household 
and several guests, at 7:30 or 8 p. m. 

The battlefields furnished endless topics of 
conversation with the Prince. No one could be 
more modest or frank about them, and we were 
able from him to get many questions answered 
which were suggested to us on the spot, and 
which n° one else could have answered.

Stanley did not live long after his return to 
England. He was buried in Westminster 
Abbey. By permission of the Queen he was 
buried in the Chapel of Henry VII., by the 
side of his wife. 

I have not in this notice of Dean Stanlay’s 
life touched upon those religious controver- 
sies in which he took so lively an interest, but 
have called from those portions of the two 
volumes such bits as seem to me to be the 
most interesting to the public ut large.

NOVEL WAY OF SEEING THE WORLD. 


How an Eccentric German Did the Sights 
of His Country’s Capital. 

Prof. Heinrich Brugsch of the University of 
Berlin, the most distinguished of living egypt- 
ologists, is publishing My Life and Wander- 
ings, which are interesting, not only on 
account of the revelation of the author’s 
personality and the reminiscences of cele- 
brated scientists of the eurlier half of 
this century, which they contain, but 
also by the anecdotes which the great 
savant has a happy faculty of relating. One 
of them, quoted by the Philadelphia Ledger, 
may furnish a hint to some of our own“ globe 
trotters.“ On Prof. Brugsch’s first visit to 
Alexandria he lodged with an original by the 
name of Bauernhorst, by birth a Mecklen- 
burger. and a man of gigantic strength and 
stature, who combined the office of Prussian 
Vice-Consul with the conduct of a wine shop. 
He was generally known by the sobriquet of 
Father Langfeld.“ He rendered important 
service in many ways, and Prof. Brugsch 
made him promise that if he ever came to 
Berlin again he would visit him. 

Some years afterward Father Langfeld ap- 
ae ver one morning at the professor’s roonis' 
nBerlin. After the customary greetings Prof. 
Brugsch inquired: 

, * * are you staying, Father Lang-

Noextra luggage to pay for, no hotel 
bills, no tips, no bundles, no question; every- 
thing all right. Stay three days longer. Now, 
Herr Doctor, put on your coat and visit me in 
my hotel.

Trieste, Vienna, and Prague in the same fash- 
ion and firmly believed it was the only way to 
see the world. He subsequently applied his 
system with equal success to Paris and Lon- 
don. It has merits. Whether they are not 
more than counterbalanced by its disadvan-

Fripay the Cook County Judges author- 
ized the employment of additional county 
employés for the coming year, and added 
thus $100,000 to the pay-roll.

The extravagance of the 
last board left a legacy of debt. There are 
some matters, like the completion of the 
North Side building, which must be attended 
to. This will bea hard winter, and the out- 
lay for the relief of the poor will be specially 
heavy. After having granted this large in- 
crease of force, in most cases against the re- 
monstrances of the County Controller, the 
Judges ordered that hereafter each 
county officer file early in December 
a list of the employés he requires, 
so that the Judges may have time to 
investigate the lists. In view of the financial 
condition of the county itisa pity that this 
order was not issued earlier, so as to have 
been applicable last week. Had the Judges 
made a thorough examination they would 
have found that in some instances the neces- 
sity for the employment of new clerks could 
be avoided by making the old ones work 
harder. The majority of the employés in the 


county building do not suffer from overwork. 


They are better paid than persons doing sim- 
ilar work in private establishments and their 
labor is nothing like as severe. It would be 
easy to reduce the expenses of about all the 
departments without hurting their efficiency. 
The Judges would have found that to be the 
case had they taken time to look into the 
matter, and they could have saved the county 
a hundred thousand dollars or more with no 


difficulty. ft 


THE LESSON OF THIS CHRISTMAS. 
Today's issu of Tue Cuicaco TRIBUNE, 
both in its contents and its wealth of artistic 
illustration, eloquently testifies to the fact 
that the brightest and best of all the year’s 
holidays is here again. The old time festival, 
however, comes amid incongruous scenes. A 
merry Christmas seems a paradox in these 
unusual environments of homelessness, desti- 
tution, and want of labor. The holiday sales 
as compared with those of last year indicate 
an economical spirit is abroad, and yet the 
stores seem to be crowded and the streets to 
be full of those bearing parcels of an unmis- 
takable Christmas character. It is pretty 
difficult to resist the Christmas sentiment 
which leads to giving even in hard times. For 
this reason it is likely that just as many gifts 
will be made as usual, though the aggregate 
of value will be less than is customary. The 
pressure of the times is felt more or less in 
every household, rich and poor. While the 
latter find it more difficult than ever to make 
both ends meet, the former have had to 
answer unusual calls for generosity. How 
well they have answered is shown by the un- 
usual activity in caring for the destitute and 
by the prompt and generous replies which 
have been made for funds with which to ex. 
pedite the goud work of relief. 
There never has been a time when mor? 
persons have been out of work in Chicago than 
now, never a time when the demand for help 
was so urgent and widespread. The close of 
the great Exposition has left many persons 
stranded. Numerous impecunious -persons, 
some of them professionally so, have flocked 
in here attracted by the promise of help. Our 
own poor we always have with us, and their 
condition is more distressful than ever, and 
yet it is safe to say that witht all the other de- 
mands that have been pressed upon Chicago 
and withall the voluntary contributions it 
has made in the interests of the people, it will 
be found when spring opens that no person 
has been left without shelter of some kind or 
has suffered for want of food. The advent of 
Christmas undoubtedly will enhance the good 
work of caring for the poor and in that good 
wor’ should come a feeling of happiness 
which will compensate for the gloomy out- 
look of the situation. 
There is no reason, therefore, why this 
Christmas should not be a merry one in spite 
of its apparently gloomy environments. By 
virtue of those very environments it more 
nearly will approach to the genuine sentiment 
of the season. Its motto is not only peace on 
earth but good will to men, and there can be 
no more perfect realization of good will to 
men than the movement for the relief of the 
unfortunate which is now so general, It is 
now the genuine Christmas time and Christ- 
mas cheer this year will mean more 
than ever before, more in the relief and bless- 
ing which will come to those who receive and 
more in the happiness which also will come 
to those who give. The whale lesson of 
Christmas this year is generosity, not so much 
to those who have as to those who have not. 
The latter at least first should be couside-ed. 
Hard times must not be allowed to interfere 

with the enjoyment of Christmas or lessen its 
largness. The pessimists and croakers to- 
day and tomorrow at least should be relegated 
to the rear, where they cannot cloud the 
happiness of the day with their gloomy 
anticipations. Let it be a merry Christmas 
all round and let none be so unfortunate as 
not to have some part in its cheer. If ever 
there was a time when cheeriness was needed 
it is now. Croaking and despairing will do 
more harm than good. It might be infinitely 
worse than itis. A generous Christmas full 
of good cheer will inspire the unfortunates 
with fresh courage to fight their battles. It 
will give them new, hope to feel that they 
have the sympathy and help of the more fort- 
unate and the New Year will open the more 
brightly by reasen of the Christmas bounty. 


THE ELECTRIC LIGHT EXTENSION ORDI- 
NANCE. 


Owing to the limited financial resources of 
the city no progress has been made in the 
matter of extending the municipal electric 
lighting plant for two years. There are sev- 
eral power-houses capable of maintaining 
four times the present number of electric 
lights. The city has not had the money to 
put in the extra lamps or to extend the wires. 
The ordinance passed Friday evening by the 
Council at the instance of Chief Electrician 
Barrett promises a solution of the difficulty 
and should be approved by the acting Mayor. 
It provides that the electrical conduits, 
cables, lamp-posts, switches, and lamps shall 
be paid fqr by special assessment. But the 
extension cannot be made in this way without 
the petition of the owners of a majority of 
the frontage affected. This seems to be a 
sufficient safeguard. Under the operation of 
the new ordinance miles of new electric 
lamps can be placed at a slight cost and 
maintained from the power-houses now in 
operation. The cost of the extensions and of 
the lamps will be a mere trifle, not much 
greater than the cost of putting in gas lamps, 
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appropriations for the erection and mainte- 
nance of new power-houses in various locali- 
ties under the ordinance. From these centers 
the electric wires and lamps readily can be ex- 
tended on the special assessment plan. In 
this way and in a brief time the public light- 
ing of the city will be almost wholly by elec- 
tricity. The city’s gas bills will grow gradu- 
ally less as the electric lights are extended, 
The illumination will be much superior, of 
course. In time, too, the General Assembly 
will pass laws enabling the city to furnish 
electric lights to privaté parties. From every 
point of view the new ordinance is to be com- 
mended. 


POPE LEO ON THE BIBLE. 

An epitome of the latest Papal encyclical is 
given to the Catholics of the Western World 
by Cardinal Gibbons, The subject is the 
Bible, and the document indicates that in 
composing it Pope Leo tried hard to reconcile 
opposing positions, if he did not halt be- 
twixt two opinions.“ He makes copious cita- 
tions from the Apostles and Fathers of the 
church to prove that the Bible ought to be 
studied diligently. He certifies to the Vulgate 
as containing the true and generally accepted 
text, but counsels a diligent study of the 
Greek and Hebrew originals. He writes of 
the ‘‘ divinely ordained sacerdotal Faculty of 
ecclesiastical teachers as the only ones by 
whom the Bible is to be interpreted, but de- 
clares that these must be well versed in 
Oriental and classical lore and languages. 

In stating that the Vulgate @ the true and 

authoritative text his Holiness does but re- 
peat and indorse the decision by the Council 
of Trent, arrived at more than eleven centu- 
ries after the writing of the Vulgate by Je- 
rome. This translation of the Bible into 
Latin was for many years the best, and it was 
used fas the basis for nearly all the earlier 
translations of the scriptures into the vernac- 
ular languages of Europe. The Council of 
Trent, in 1545, may have had supposedly suf- 
ficient reason for decluring the Vulgate to be 
the best at that time, but there is no good 
ground for asserting the same to be true to- 
day. That this translation was free from 
error cannot be maintained successfully. It 
was a masterpiece of work for the time 
and the man, considering the material on 
which he had to labor and the extent 
of his acquaintance with the languages 
to be translated from. But viewed in the 
light of modern scholarship the Vulgate isa 
poor translation of unsatisfactory original 
manuscripts. The subsequent comparison of 
early versions and monuments has brought to 
light the material for great improvements in 
the text. The scriptures now can be read 
with important variations of meahing from 
the work of Jerome, or that of Luther, Wy- 
clif, Tyndal, or Coverdale, or even of the 
men who produced the King James version. 
To deny this is to deny some of the most in- 
disputable results of scholastic research in the 
last three centuries. It is in substance to af- 
firm that no errors have been discovered, that 
no value is to be attached to manuscripts 
found in that time, no weight to be allowed 
to the results of critical study of languages 
apart from all reference to theolog- 
ical questions: in short that we are 
no wiser in these important particulars today 
than were the students of several centuries 
ago. With all this the encyclical commends 
the study of Oriental lore, as well as the lan- 
guages of the Orient, as a means of leading up 
to a better understanding of the scriptures. 
To be consistent it should have suggested 
that those studies be pursued with a careful 
avoidance of every help which has been de- 
veloped since the early part of the fifth cent- 
ury, and even that would not be entirely free 
from the element of danger, since it might 
result in exposing the fact that Jeré6me had 
but an imperfect knowledge of Hebrew. To 
be really consistent the Pope should insist 
upon the Vulgate alone, and on the dogma 
that no additional light may be looked for in 
the study of the original tongues in which the 
several books of the Bible were written. 

This is the position of the church, which the 
same council declared to be the only legiti- 
mate interpreter of the Bible, and eminent 
men in that church have done so much in the 
way of interpretation on the old lines that lit- 
tle remains unless the results of modern in- 
vestigation be accepted as the ground for new 
work in the field. The church regards both 
the text and its interpretation as settled long 
since, and this accounts for the fact that so 
few Catholics have taken part in the modern 
effort to find out more closely than before 
the true meaning of the men who wrote the 
books of the Bible. Itis difficult to suppose 
that Pope Leo had any intention of encour- 
aging those who refuse to accept the dictum 
of the Council of Trent, so that his language 
must be understood as intended to stimulate 
the ecclesiastical teachers of the church 
to study the lore and the languages of the 
Orient that they may be the better able to de- 
fend to the laity the long standing pronuncia- 
mento, which it is fair to think would not 
have been made by the men composing that 
council if they had known as much in regard 
to the matter as is known by the scholars of 
today. Notwithstanding all this it will be of 
interest to many Protestants, as well as to the 
whole body of Catholics, to read a translation 
of the twenty quarto pages of Latin in which 
the Pope gives detailed rules for a thorough 
and scientific course of Bible interpretation. 


HELP FOR WOMEN AND CHILDREN. 

The organized work recently done for re- 
lieving the destitute in this ‘city has been 
mostly among the men. Thousands of adult 
males have found sleeping room in the City 
Hall, the police stations, and elsewhere and 
been fed, with little or no reference to the 
women and children who are suffering for the 
want of such help as the charitable can give. 


| The Woman's club has taken cognizance of 


this omission and begun work in organizing 
an Emergency Association of Women’s Clubs 
and using donations, the list of which is head- 
ed by $1,000 from Mrs. Potter Palmer. Tho 
association has opened a temporary work- 
room at No. 29 Athenwum Building, a large 
workroom at No. 251 Market street, and a 


to be homeless at No. 243 West Polk street. 
It is hoped to add to the number as the funds 
are increased and ladies show their willing- 
ness to help in the work. 

The organization is effected on the principle 
that every able-bodied applicant shall render 
a fair equivalent of labor in exchange for 
help. This will much diminish if not remove 
the sting of pauperdom. Some sewing-ma- 
chines have been provided, and on these will 
be made clothing for destitute school chil- 
dren, while doubtless others will be helped 1f 
the means be provided for doing so. It is 
hoped that the benevolent sewing societies of 
ladies will send their materials to the associa- 
tion to be sewed, as those ladies do not need 
the work. The club also has communicated 


certain how many are able and willing to take 
one or more women to board, thus doing away 
with the necessity of shelters and institutions 
in general. 

The work of sheltering and employing wom- 
en and children has been placed in the hands 
of separate committees, which have power 
to add to their numbers, and these com- 
mittees already have allied themselves 
with the various women’s

temporary shelter for women who are known, 
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the whole ground may be covered efficiently 
and with an absence of the duplication which 
now permits many of the least worthy to re- 
ceive aid from mote than one source while 
others are left to suffer. It is not doubted 
that the people of this city who are able to 
help cheerfully will do so to an extent 
sufficient to relieve all who are really 
destitute, The contributions now made would 
meet much of the demand if systematically 
applied, and it is believed that very many citi- 
zens who do not now contribute gladly will do 
so now they are satisfied that what they give 
will go to help the deserving poor. Dr. Sarah 


Hackett Stevenson, the President of the Emer- 


gency Association, in her letter calling atten- 
tion to the subject says that if the charitable 


‘associations will respond tc the call through 


their chosen representatives they will be able 
to “ bring order out of chaos and rescue the 
name of charity from much of its ill repute.“ 
That result alone would be worth all the ef- 
fort, apart from the increased good to be ac- 
complished in helping the needy through as- 
sociative action. 

The movement should not fall to the 
ground, nor even fail of abundant success in 
its alms and objects through a lack of sup- 
port. There must be a long pull, a 
strong pull, and a pull all together to lift out of 
the slough of poverty and despair the thou- 
sands of women and children who must be 
cared for toa greater or less extent through 
this winter. The chances are the percentage 
of unworthy cases helped by this effort will 
be very small, while that among the men nec- 
essarily and unavoidably is a large one.

SCHOOL EXAMINATIONS AND MARKS, 

The time for school examinations is at 
hand, It is not peculiar to this city nor to 
any one city, but will be applied in every 
hamlet in the land; its victims will not be the 
mature in years nor those practiced in forti- 
tude and self-control; its shining mark 
will be children of our own household. 

Granted that some sort of atest is necessary 
for the student and that teachers must be as- 
sured in some way of the proficiency of their 
classes, does this modern system of the quar- 
terly or semi-annual or annual examination 
paper answer that purpose? On the contrary, 
is it not almost the worst and least indicative 
plan that could be devised? Students them- 
selves feel the injustice of it, even when pass- 
ing their examinations most successfully, and 
often acknowledge that it has been rather 
through happy accident and favoring condi. 
tions than through superior knowledge. 

Examinations vary in their minor details in 
different schools, but there is sufficient likeness 
between those of the primary school and the 
university to consider the type. As a rule 
they are based on the requirement to answer 
a given number of questions in a given time 
(usually one hour) under the pressure of the 
consciousness that one’s standard of scholar- 
ship of the term rests on the ability to accom- 
plish this feat. ‘There are two classes of per- 
sons to whom this consciousness alone proves 
utterly paralyzing. In nervous temperaments 
it creates a panic of auxiety and foreboding 
utterly incapacitating the mind for its best 
service; in calmer but probably more slowly- 
moving temperaments the mind has hardly 
time to gather itself for.action before the time 
for action has expired, and the record 
is lowered because some portions are 
Those who are at advantage 
under the stress of the examination hour are 
those whose minds act quickly, who are not 
easily distracted, and those who, while possi- 
bly indifferent in the class-room and not greatly 
concerned as to real mastery of the subject, 
have yet such a keen sense of the value of 
„ marks that it brings all their latent pow- 
ers to the fore. Nothing is more surprising 
to students (and to teachers when they have 
the frankness to admit it) than the unsuspect- 
ed brilliancy of some careless or lazy student 
under examination. For him examinations 
have their usefulness. Nor have we any fault 
to find with his qualities. What we do find 
fault with is that a system which is favorable 
to him alone should be made to apply un- 
flinchingly to all. 

We know the attitude of educators in this 
matter. They say: Before you denounce ex- 
aminatious prescribe for us some better way. 
We submit that if, after twelve weeks of reci- 
tation, a teacher still feels incompetent to 
decide on his student’s qualifications he can 
resort to other tests more adequate than this 
one which rests so entirely on the showing of 
one special hour, regardless of what may hap- 
pen to the individual’s physical or mental 
condition. A headache, some unfortunate 
situation at home, an accidental disturbance 
of the previous night’s rest should not be al- 
lowed to count for more than perhaps weeks 


of faithful work; nor should any such high 


premium be put upon the qualities of swift- 
ness and self-command that these must in- 
evitably distance all other student qualifica- 
tions. 

Nor can the educators take refuge in the ar- 
gument of precedent. In Greek and Roman 
antiquity there is no trace of any tests of this 
kind, nor even of any conditions whatsoever 
being imposed on any one who desired 
to teach. Neither the sophistsnor the philos- 
ophers of the school of Socrates were exam- 
ined or were graduated. The universities of 
the middle ages were the inventors of exami- 
nations and degrees, but even they furnished 
no counterpart to our multiplicity of tests 
and competitions of all sorts. 

The University of Chicago, which has 
shown so enlightened and reasonable a spirit 
in departing from some of the time-honored 
but effete regulations of older institutions, 
could do no greater service to the cause of 
education than to set its face against this cus- 
tom, which results in little short of barbarity 
to some natures, and devote itself to the devel- 
opment of a more adequate as well as a more 
humane way. Others would soon follow the 
example and in time the reform would spread 
to the public schools, where most it is needed. 
It isa matter for congratulation that the an- 
tiquated examination and marking system 
gradually are failing into disuse in the Chi- 
cago schools. The university by prompt and 
firm action can accelerate their extinction. 
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TAXING THE BACHELORS. 

The Wilson bill will cut down the govern- 
ment revenues seventy million dollars, and 
the Committee on Ways and Means has not 
decided yet what new taxes it will impose to 
make good the deficit. It has agreed to tax 
playing-cards, cigarettes, and perfumery, but 
is in doubt whether to impose a general in- 
come tax or merely one on the net income of 
corporations. The committee does not know 
what to do, and there is no telling when it will 
agree on something. 

The Baltimore Sun comes to the relief 
of the committee with a suggestion that a 
yearly tax of $10 per head be imposed on the 
bachelors of the United States. It esti 
mates that there are about six millions all 
told, of whom, however, not more than four 
millions ought to be taxed. For allowance 
must be made for those who have to support 
mothers or sisters, for those who are unable 
to support themselves, for those whose in- 
comes are so small that marriage weuld mean 
the starvation of two instead of the partial 
starvation of one, and for those who are crim- 
inals and should not marry. 

Making all possibie allowances the Sun is 
positive that it would not be difficult to raise 
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In that way four-sevenths of the deficit caused 
by the Wilson bill would be covered, and it 
would not be difficult to provide for the re- 
mainder. In defense of the justice of the pro- 
posed tax it points out how much more pros- 
perous the country would have been if the 
four million eligible bachelors had committed 
matrimony a year ago. Had they done so 
there would have been an average expendi- 
ture for marriage outfits and wedding cx- 
penses of a hundred dollars. That is, the sum 
of four hundred millions would have been 
distributed among dressmakers, clothiers, 
ministers, etc, The housekeeping and other 
expenses at the rate of fifty dollars a month 
would have amounted to nearly two and a 
half billions. An enormous amount of 
money would have been put in circulation, 
there would have been no monetary depres- 
sion or failures, and everybody would have 
been happy. 

The scheme of the Sun is in some respects 
an attractive one. It would meet unques- 
tionably with the warm’approval of the wom- 
en. They donot think that the persiatent 
bachelor has any rights which should be re- 
garded. Nor would the) tax be difficult of 
collection. Every man who, being of age, 
could not show u marriage certificate or prove 
that he, though. unmarried, had to support de- 
pendent relatives, or was so poor that he 
could not support himself, could be required 
to pay over his ten dollars, 

Yet it must be admitted that this plan of 
taxing bachelors, regardless of age and in- 
come, the same sum, is not quite in accord- 
ance with justice. A wealthy and more de- 


sirable bachelor ought to pay more than one 


with a dubious income of tive or six hundred 
a year. For, as one object of the tax is to 
force bachelors to marry, while ten dollars 
might drive every clerk into mat- 
rimony, it would not have the least 
effect on a millionaire. Nor is it 
as equitable perhaps to collect as much 


money from a young bachelor of 22 or 23, 


who probably will marry soon under any cir- 
cumstances, as froma bachelor of 40 who 
has evidently made up his mind that he is 
going to keep out of the holy estate of mat- 
rimony. He ie a hardened offender and de- 
serves no mercy. Nor does it seem altogether 
right to taxa man whoisa bachelor simply 
because he cannot get fora wife the woman 
on whom his affections are fixed irremovably. 
Those whose hopes have been blighted by the 
falsity or fickleness of woman and who have 
seen love's young dream fade away never 
to return are entitled to some consideration. 
A man who can furnish satisfactory evidence 
that he does not marry because he cannot get 
the only woman who is all the world to him 
must be let alone. But the evidence ought to 
be such as will satisfy an impartial jury. 

It is idle perhaps to dischss this matter, for 
there are grave fears that the Democrats in 
Congress never will dare to tax bachelors, 
though much revenue can be raised easily in 
that way. Nearly all those who would be 
taxed are voters. Every one of them would 
not merely protest but would get furiously 
angry. There is no party that can withstand 
the indignation of four million voters. At 
least half of the four millions are Democrats. 
If their party were to tax them ten dollars, or 
half that, per head yearly they would rise up 
in their might at the next electionand wipe 
that party off the face of the earth. There 
will be no such tax. 


The Supreme Coprt of Indiana has just 
given a decision regarding saloons which 
must be of interest to Chicagoans, because 
there is no reason why the legal principles 
laid down by the Indiana Judges should not 
be indorsed by the Judges of the Supreme 
Court of this State, should the matter ever 
come before them, as it may. : 

An Indianapolis woman owned a house on 
a residence street of that city. There were no 
saloons in the neighborhood, The owner of 
the adjoining lot built a store on it and 
started a saloon there. He did this against 
the united protest of the people in the neigh- 
borhood. The authorities said that they 
could not refuse to grant him a license, be- 
cause the law, there as here, is that a man 
who has a good moral character and pays 
the license money is entitled to a license. 

Thereupon the woman brought suit for 
damages, alleging that the saloon was a nui- 
sance and that it hurt the rental and selling 
value of her property. The defendant claimed 
that he was licensed pursuant to law, and as 
long as he did not keep a disorderly place he 
was not amenable to any law; if neighboring 
property was damaged it was spmething for 
which he was not responsible. The lower 
court found for the defendant, and so did the 
Supreme Court at first, but on a rehearing 
reversed itself, and decided in favor of the 
plaintiff. 

The court holds now that while the Legis- 
lature has the right to license saloons, and the 
license law is therefore constitutional, yet it 
is not in the power of the Legislature to 
establish and maintain something which is 
evidently injurious to the property of the 
citizen unless it can be shown that the gen- 
eral public is benefited so greatly that the pri- 
vate injury must yield to the public good. 
An elevated railroad is for the public good, 
but the road is responsible for injury to prop- 
erty. The saloon business, however, says the 
court, is an immoral one and is licensed in 
order that the citizen may have some protec- 
tion against the evils from the unrestrained 
sale of liquor. It could not be assumed that 
it was the intention of the Legislature to place 
the sale of spirits above the rights of the 
citizen and make him endure a nuisance and 
submit to loss for the benefit of the saloon- 
keeper. Hence the court says in conclusion: 

If the saloon causes property to depreciate in 
value it is a nuisance within the law and can be 
abated. Not only that, but the person who oper- 
ates the saloon is liable in damages to the in- 
jured party and the measure of damages is the 
measure of injury to the property. 


For years the owners of property in the res- 
idence quarters of this city have suffered from 
their inability to prevent the intrusion of sa- 
looas, which were a nuisance and which low- 
ered the value of their property. Entire 
neighborhoods have petitioned against the 
granting of a license and have been told by 
the authorities that since the applicant had 
what was called a good moral character they 
had no option, but must give him a license. 
The lower courts have said the same thing. 
Efforts have been made in vain to get from 
the Legislature or from the Council legisla- 
tion which would protect property-owners 
from the, in vasion of the Goths and Vandals 
of the liquor businéss. The Indiana decision 
shows them a way out of their difficulty. 

If any person near whose dwelling a saloon 
has been started is able to show by satis- 
factory evidence that his house will not rent 
or sell for as much as it did, owing to the 
presence of the saloon, then let him go into 
court and begin suit to recover the full meas- 
ure of his damages and also to abate the 
saloon as a nuisance. The chances are fair, 
to say the least, that when the suit reaches 
the Supreme Court it will decide as the In- 
diana court has done. In that case there will 


be little more trouble with saloons in res- 


dence districts. A saloonkeeper will not take 
the risk of going into a neighborhood in op- 


position to the wishes of the majority of the 


people, for he will w that he will be sued 


and probably driven dut. | 
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accordance with the rule that no one shall so 
use his own property as to injare others. The 
Illinois courts should be given an early op- 
portunity to do for the owners and occupants 
of residence property what Legislatures and 
Councils have failed to do for them. 


THE PASSING OF THE BIRDS. 

More than thirty years ago the ornitholo- 
gists firat began to fear the ultimate extinc- 
tion of the birds of America. Their fears 
found words, but their warnings were laughed 
at because no one could be brought to believe 
that prolific creatures, harmiess by nature, 
could be in danger of total destruction. It is 
known now that the extermination which was 
teared thirty years ago is soon to be an ac- 
complished fact unless means are taken at 
once to check the slaughter of our useful birds 
for purposes of personal adornment. 

There are at least fifty species of feathered 
life once common in all parts of the United 
States east of the Mississippi River that are 
now seen only rarely. The birds that are 
being exterminated most rapidly are those 
whose brilliant markings make them a prey 
to the millinery trade, which has men em- 
ployed every where to kill the innocents. The 
number of birds annually sacrificed to the 
vanity of the women of America is placed as 
high as 8,000,000 by the testimony of those 
who have investigated the matter. 

One of the worst features of the slaughter 
of birds for women’s hat ornaments is that 
those employed by the wholesale milliners 
choose nesting time as their most profitable 
season. Then the adult birds are easily found 
and readily approached, It is far from exag- 
geration to say that one bird out of every four 
worn as a bit of feathered finery represents a 
nestful of fledgelings doomed to slow starva- 
tion by the death of the parent. 

A few years ago the wooded banks of Lake 
Michigan north of Chicago were the breeding 
grounds of hundreds of scarlet tanagers, 
possibly the most beautiful bird known to 
American ornithology. Now they are so rare 
that one must search a whole summer day to 
find a single specimen. The red-winged 
blackbird is fast disappearing. The Balti- 
more oriole, which once made its nest at the 
end of the drooping boughs of the elms in the 
very heart of large Eastern cities, now is 
seen rarely save in remote country 
districts, and there it is now as shy as it once 
was friendly. The numerous family known 
as the warblers, whose diminutive size would 
be a protection did not their surpassing beauty 
make them objects of cupidity, are going the 
way of the others, Many varieties of this 
family nest north of the latitude of Chicago, 
but great numbers of the little creatures are 
killed during the vernal migration. The 
woodpeckers are rapidly decreasing in num- 
bers. The red-headed woodpecker,* whose 
poll was dyed by Hiawatha for timely service, 
was once a common resident of Chicago. It 
is seen still occasionally in Kenwood and other 
southern city districts, but the hunter for the 
millinery market and the small boy with his 
noiseless air gun are fast depleting its ranks. 

The slaughter of the birds is far more than 
a mere matter of sentiment. Itisa question 
of importance from an economic point of 
view. Nearly all the birds of bright plumage 
are insectiverous. A statement of the num- 
ber of noxious insects that a single songster 
will kill in a day would tax the credulity 
could it not readily be proven. 

There are about 800 varieties of American 
birds and of this number those whose conduct 
forms no excuse for their living can be 
counted on the fingers of one hand. Hus- 
bandmen have been apt to let a cherry bruised 
by the beak of a robin outweigh the death by 
the same beak of a hundred insects whose 
killing made the ripe cherries possible. The 
tiny bird named by ornithologists the creeper 
is called the sap-sucker by farmers, because of 
ite supposed habits. So far from sapping the 
life of a tree this misunderstood little bird picks 
from beneath the bark the insect thatis slowly 
working thetree’s destruction. If the farmers 
will consult their own interests and protect 
bird life they will reap the benefit with their 
wheat and pluck it with their cherries. The 
continuance of ‘the birds in our midst rests, 
however, mainly with woman. If she will 
but permanently substitute ribbons and 
flowers for feathers as articles of bonnet 
decoration the trill of the song sparrow and 
the liquid note of the hermit thrush may be 
heard in our meadows and woods for the years 
to come, 


Tue revenue from customs in October was 
eleven million dollars, For December it will 
be less than ten millions. For the first six 
months of the present fiscal year it will not 
amount to more than seventy millions. Sec- 
retary Carlisle estimates that the total re- 
ceipts for the year will be $175.000,000. It 
is evident that he is going to be badly mis- 
taken. The receipts from customs will tend 
to decrease from now on rather than to in- 
crease. Importation of dutiable goods will 
diminish in quantity as the time when the low 
tariff bill may be expected to pass draws 
near. For some time merchants have been 
importing only those goods which they felt 
reasonably sure they could dispose of before 
the day of lower duties and of cheaper 
prices was at hand. If it were known posi- 
tively that the Wilson bill was to become a 
law next month dutiable imports would drop 
to zero. As it cannot pass for some months 
importations will fall gradually from now on. 
This means a serious deficit for the present 
fiscal year. It means that the government 
can pay its pension and other debts between 
now and next July only by drawing on its 
stock of reserve gold. There was in the 
Treasury last week available for the payment 


of current liabilities only eight millions in 


currency and eighty-two millions in goid, the 
remnant of the hundred million reserve. It 
is the tirst duty of Congress when it meets to 
provide some means of filling the Treasury 
and preventing the total exhaustion of the 
stock of gold. 


Tun Rev. Robert Collyer recently preached 
a sermon on his 70th birthday in which he 
disputed the plaint of the psalmist, musing on 
the span of life.

None of the great eras of the past would I have 
exchanged for this present one, There is none so 
beautiful in the way of great accomplishment, I 
am glad to look back on all the years; glad that 
I was born inthe good mother land, England,

Evidently life has been worth living to this 
bluff old optimist, because, as in his case, it 
has been true, honest, simple, and sweet, both 
in his associations with men and in his com- 
munions with nature.

When they 
go to Newport or other special watering 
places, with no other attraction but the rest- 
ful pleasure they so much need, they are con- 
fined to that place and are entirely out of 
reach of the business pulse of the country. 
Now look at Chicago! Itis within easy and 
cheap access of all the Southern and Western 
cities and to a great many within 200 or 300 
miles east. Accommodations are unlimited 
and perhaps are unequaled in quality and 
cheapness by any other place in America or 
Europe. So many Southern people say.

„Why, we can send our children here to 
the university, we can come up here in the 
summer time, leave our families on the lake 
shore, and at the same time we can be within 
telephone or speaking distance of one of the 
greatest business centers in the world. Or, if 
we get tired of Lake Michigan, electric foun- 
tains, fireworks, Midway Plaisance, Ferris 
wheel, and the quiet home of suburban life, 
it is but fifteen to thirty minutes’ ride, and we 
find ourselves among the most active banking 
and commercial interests to be found any- 
where, and we are also within reach of our 
own banking offices or commercial establish- 
ments, with which we are connected in our 
homes in the South or West.”’ 

The shore of Lake Michigan will make as 
pleasant a summer home in which to spend a 
week or six months as can be found anywhere. 
Hotels are abundant and of grade to satisfy 
any variety of taste or pocketbook. The 
transportation facilities from the center of the 
city outward to this point are large and can 
be easily increased if necessity require. One 
hund#ed and fifty thousan dollars 
expended in amusements at Jackson 
Park would be _ attraction enough to 
bring (beginning early in May) nearly 
if not quite as many people to the City of 
Chicago every year to spend their vacation, to 
do their business, to educate their children, 
and to have a good time in general as the 
World’s Fair has brought this year. 
many people think large buildings and a place 
for immense gatheri on the Lake-Front 
would be beneficial to Chicago. Undoubtedly 
it would, but is not the Lake-Front, in the 
business locality, already too much con- 
gested ? Are there not too 
of us here at a time, and would 
it not be better for ug to arrange to have aa 
many of these large gatherings outside as 
possible, especially during the summer time? 
Then the traftic would be going outward from 
the business center when the tfisiness-men are 
coming in, making the business of the transpor- 
tation companies much larger, easier, and 
more profitable than it would be if the Fair 
or any great attraction should be located on 
the Lake-Front Park, as is talked of by so 
many. 


Crowded with Voluntary Exhibiters. 


I do not think any one need question for a 
moment that the great Manufactures and 
Liberal Arts Building at the Fair grounds 
would be overcrowded with voluntary exhib- 
iters both from home and abroad if they were 
granted all the apace they wanted, and would 
gladly use it to display their goods from year 
to year. Weknow there are regiments of 
soldiers, bands of singers, and theatrical 
troups (like America and Buffalo Bill), 
and other things that would entertain the peo- 
ple that would gladly come to Chicago on a 
vacation with little assistance. Others would 
come for the privilege of using the halls pro- 
viding they were permitted to charge a small 
admittance. I would suggest this. 

Turn over all the buildmgs to the Park 
Commissioners raise a fund, say. of 8150. 
000, for entertainment 5 of this 
would have to go towards keeping up the 
buildings), take down all the fence around 
the park, and, if necessary, charge a small 
admission to all the buildings—that is, a tick- 
et bought at one building one day would ad- 
mit the party to every building. If there 
were not such great crowds as we had last 
summer then it would not require so much 
expense. If there were immense crowds the 
income would be larger, and the transporta- 
tion companies, hotel men, and other inter- 
ests could well afford to make large dona- 
tions to entertain the people. We all 
laugh when we think of people stand- 
ing in rows, several hundred yards 
long, waiting to get a chance to see the Elec- 
tric Theater exhibitin the Electrical Build- 
ing, or to be presented with a small pickle or 
piece of soap asa momento. But it is a fact 
we all love to be entertained. While we 
laugh to see the Roman candle and firecrack- 
er, yet if we knew there was going to be a lib- 
eral display of fireworks on the lake-front 
tomorrow night we would ail be down there 
with our families to see it or to see the crowd. 
If the Wooded Island were going to be lighted 
up and a platform raised, where there were 
going to be Spanish dancers in allegorical or 
historical costumes, how many of us are there 
who would not go out there on a warm sum- 
mer’s evening? 

I firmly believe by a little money judicious- 
ly expended the number of people who would 
come to Chicago to spend a sort of semi-sum- 
mer vacation and semi-business trip would 
average annually for the next ten years near- 
ly if not quite as many as there were here 
last summer. It is a tremendous opportunity 
now, while the last season’s advertisement is 
in the mind and mouth of every one and while 
the city possesses the magnificent buildings, 
which can be obtained without cost (for they 
would be worthless to tear down), with Chi- 
cago’s many hotel advantages and ability to 
handle large numbers of le comfortably, 
to obtain for itsélf, its merchants and trans- 
portation companies the lion’s share 
of all the money spent by people who 
must go somewhere every year; in other 
words, to make Chicago the most magnifi- 
cent and permanent watering place on the 
face of the globe. Even if there are other 
places that are handsomer and where perhaps 
one could spend a quieter life in many ways, 
there is no place where so quiet and restful a 
summer can bespent within the reach of such 
a magnificent business center, where the 
banker and merchant of the South can give 
his family a quiet life on the lake shore and 
where he himself can be within reach of his 
business interests. He can then be spared 
more easily a month from his business, when 
he is within reach of it, than he couid one 
week at an obscure wateri place where he 
would be entirely cut off from the business 
world.

horrors. There isa peculiarly sad, mournful 
side to these disasters of the sea that does not 
attend calamities on land, for here there is at 
least some detail and something on which af. 
2 may seize and, to some extent, console 
tself. 

But the deep sea is pitiless. What awful 
secrets lie unrevealed beneath that placid 
surface that may ripple as with innocence, be 
mirrored with smiles, or even essay to sing a 
lullaby! Inafew minutes and all trace of 
tragedy has disappearec, childhood, youth, 
beauty, innocence, strong manhpod, daring 
courage—over all these sweep the remorse- 
less waves. Hiding them from all human 
sight and covering all with the mantle of 
eternal secrecy, the deep blue ocean rolls, 
unmindful of it all. And if sometimes the 
wreck does endure for a time as a derelict, 
with no hand at the helm to hold and guide, 
she soon ships the waves and sinks from sight. 

The vessel mentioned rests in 480 feet of 
water and is probably lying on its side with 
the heavy cannon which made its upper arma- 
ment lying on the sea floor beside the wreck. 
This is beyond the depth that divers can 
reach and the light is already dim and in ruf- 
fling water; deep shadows chase each other 
during the day. Presumably, when the ves- 
sel went down chambers of air were carried 
down with it. which as the bubble in a level 
would find the highest point, and possibly 
some of the imprisoned’ seamen may thus 
have been supplied for hours before the ex- 
hausted oxygen would leave them unconscious 
by slow asphyxiation. 

But whata commentary on the work of 
man is this secret of the sea. Here is an iron 
leviathan on which millions of dollars had 
been expended; huge engines of thousands of 
horse-power; a formidable and terrible arma- 
ment; allthe death-dealing appliances that 
modern naval science couid devise—all this 
to deal out death and destruction to fellow- 
men. -Then on a calm day, when all is peace 
and it is simply maneuvered' in the exer- 
cise of its calling, it is accidentally struck, 

oes down, down through the hundreds of 

athoms, and the more than 400 souls on 
board sleep in the hush and the calm of the 
awful depths and gloom of the devouring 
deep! 

Certainly, to the superficial conception, she 
seemed safe, as she sat far down in the sea, 
but top-heavy with those upper monster guns. 
A terrible gash is rent in her side far below 
the water line, abearing down as the heavy 
eteel prow of the colossal Camperdown plowed 
through her iron sheath; a change, quick and 
fatal, in her center of gravity; now weighting 
on one side with the in-rushing water and the 
rolling to the.lower side of the heavy-laden 
carriages, and now, when unfeeling gravita- 
tion asserts itself, a mighty vessel and her 
gullant men are stricken from the naval roll 
of the mistress of the seas—swallowed at one 
fell-swoop, to be heard of nevermore. 

In what numbers must these pitiful sights 
strew the bottom of the sea! 

Away from the atmosphere, down in these 
deep; cold waters, the. timbers and woodwork 
are hardly affected by decay except when the 
strange iron-penetrating terredo, with his 
acid-injecting drill, honeycombs them, which 
only in long years could be accomplished. 

Let us glance at this strange spectacle. A 
mighty and splendid vessel, perfectin all 
its appointments, here rests somewhat on 
its side. Greut boilers, ponderous engines, 
bunkers of cool. all in fair order but 
strangely out of place in this surrounding. 
The ‘ghostly firemen in grimy clothes and 
rolled-up sleeves are resting in all angles of 
repose, and all so silent. Above, in all nooks, 
everywhere, in all positions, are sailors, 
hundreds of them, and, but for a staring, 
frightened look, seem. sleeping with open 
eyes. The officers are in full uniform, the 
naval buttons a little tarnished with the salt, 
allin the insignia of rank and authority. 
Here, almost as in life, is all the equipment, 
all the thousands of unnamable parapher- 
nalia, but all, everything, so weirdly, solemn- 
ly, strangely still. 

Nearly 500 feet above, in the glad sunshine, 
the mighty world moves and throbs, the bub- 
bles of ambition are blown, but now these 
silent men rest around their unreverberating 
guns, the officers all here, but no one voices a 
command. Yes, this is truly a spectacle to 
which the atmosphere with all its accessories 
can furnish no paralle!. 

It is as if ship, armament, and men were 
all phantasmic, and yet in a material way all 
is real; the silent marines are all flesh, the 
carvened vessel and all her belongings are the 
work of man, and the great ghostlike and 
ghastly pantomime is all, only divided by 
less than 500 from the living, laughing world 
above. 


NOT ONLY EMPEROR BUT MORALIST. 


Why William II. Is Opposéd to Gambling 
in the Army. 

The opposition of the Emperor of Germany 
to gambling in every form among his officers 
is creating something akin to consternation 
inarmy circies. The wearers of the stars, 
straps, aud gold buttons almost fear to touch 
cards in their own rooms for fearhis Majesty 
in some way will hear of it and reprimand 
them, says the New York Tribune. This poli- 
cy of the ruler, who, in a few weeks, will cele- 
brate the thirty-fifth anniversary of his birth, 
is not a whim of the moment. 

It is in accordance with a resolution taken 
in his younger days, when he was supposed to 
be in sympathy with everything wild“ in 
the German capital. It was brought about, 
it is said, by the suicide of a promising young 
Lieutenant in the regiment to which the 
Prince was attached and of whom he was ex- 
ceedingly fond. While playing one night in 
the Union club, the swellest organization 
in Germany, he staked his fortune, lost it, and 
left the green table to send a bullet through 
his brain in a secluded spot in the Thier- 
garten. His body, clad in the uniform of the 
**crack’”’ regiment of the capital, was found 
the following morning by workmen on their 
way to their duties. 

His Royal Highness was much affected by 
the news and made u vow that, should he live 
to ascend the throne, he would preclude such 
tragedies if possible. He adopted the policy 
long before the unhappy death of his father, 
however. 

A short time after the suicide of his friend 
he became commander of the Hussar Regi- 
ment of the Garde du Corps as heir to the 
Hohenzollerns. Among the orders with 
which he surprised his subalterns oge morn- 
ing was that directing them to give up gam- 
bling the Union club or resign from its 
membership lists. 

The officials of the club felt the effects of 
the order immediately. The officers of the 
guard in German regiments are necessarily 
wealthy men, and when they ceased to play 
for high stakes life at the club became com- 
paratively monotonous. A meeting of the 
members was held and a committee was ap- 
pointed to call upon old Emperor William to 
endeavor to induce him to persuade his 

randson to withdraw the obnoxious order. 

is ee tr promised to do so, sent for 
Prince William, and asked him to rescind the 
command. The Prince remained steadfast. 
The old Emperor insisted. 

% Allow me to ask your Majesty,“ finally 
broke out the Prince, if lam still Colonel 
of this regiment?’ 

„As a matter of course, came the answer. 

„ Then I ask your Majesty to allow me to 
uphold my order,“ he replied, or otherwise 
I hand back the command into your hands at 
once. 

The old hero, pleased with the spirit of the 
young soldier, patted him on the shoulder 
and continued : 

That is impossible. I could not get so 
good a Colonel again. The order shail re- 
main.“ ; 
Emperor William sent for the committee an 
hour later and said: Gentlemen, I am sorry. 
1 have tried, but the Colonel will not with- 
draw the order. 

That closed the incident and the Union club 
ceased to number the guard officers of the 
Prince’s regiment among its members. 

The determination showed at that time—he 
was then only about 26 years old—he con- 
tinues to show,and never misses an oppor- 
tunity to give expression to his abhorrence of 
gambling. If possible he will stop it in the 
army. He sets a good example in never play- 
ing for high stakes. While ona hunting ex- 
pedition a few weeks he sat at the 
table an entire evening, and found at the 
end of the game that he had won six pfennigs, 
or a little more than a cent. German fathers 
and mothers give the Emperor unstinted 
praise for his policy, and pray that he may be 
successful in its execution. It is a 2 
which meets the approval even of the 4 
ists.

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There Are Seven Men Living Who Were 
Elected by the People to This Position 
and Two Who Were the Acting Heads 
of the City—Fourteen of the Entire 
Number Were Born in the State of New 
York=<The List from William B. Ogden's 
Time to the Present. 

There are seven living ex-Mayors of Chica- 
go and two living acting Mayors. 

The former are, in the order of their elec- 
tions, Walter S. Gurnee, John C. Haines, 
Joseph Medill, Monroe Heath, John A. Roche, 
De Witt C. Cregier, Hempstead Washburne. 
The latter are Lester L. Bond and George B. 
Swift. 

John P. Hopkins will be the twenty-ninth 
Mayor-elect of the city, the sixth one named 
John, and. the fourteenth of the list born in 
New York. Next to William B. Ogden, who 
was the first Mayor of the city, Mr. Hopkins 
is the youngest Mayor Chicago ever had. Mr. 
Ogden was 31 years old when elected in 
1837. Mr. Hopkins is 34. Mr. Hopkins is 
the sixteenth Democrat to hold the office. 
He is the sixth merchant to hold the office. 
The other professions and avocations repre- 
sented were: real-estate agent, 2; lawyer, 4; 
auctioneer, 2; contractor, 1; miller, 2; tan- 
ner, 1; reaper manufacturer, 1; blacksmith, 


a; physician, 1; editor, 2; tradesman, 1; 


actor, 1; civil engineer, 1; express superin- 
tendent, 1; mechanical engineer, 2. 

The oldest ex-Mayor of the city living is 
Walter S. Gurnee. He was nominated in 
February, 1851, elected March 4 the same 
year, and was reéléected in 1852. At the 
time of his first election he was a saddler, and 
he was one of the first directbrs of the Chica- 
go Board of Trade. He continued to live in 
Chicago until 1863, when he returned to New 
York City, and has been a broker in Wall 
street ever since. He has been suocessful and 
is still a man of vigor. He visited Chicago in 
October of the present year and spent one 
month in seeing the Fair and the city over 
which he used to preside. 

‘+ T saw him then,“ said Acting Mayor Swift 
to Tue Tx1suNzE reporter, and he was very 
much alive at that time. He said he never 
lost faith in Chicago and made great predic- 
tions for its future.”’ 

Mr. Gurnee presented a telescope to Dear- 


born University. The same is now in the col- 


lege at Evanston. 

John C. Haines is the next living ex.“ He 
was a merchant of Chicago and a New- Yorker 
by birth. He had been an Alderman from 
the old Fifth Ward of this city, and was elect- 
ed Mayor in 1858 and reélected in 1859. 

Up to 1865 the term of the Mayoralty was 
one year. 

Joseph Medill comes next on the list of sur- 
viving Mayors of the city. He was elected in 
1871 on what was known as the fireproof 
ticket, receiving 16,125 votes, as against 
5,988 cast for C. C. P. Holden, his opponent, 
Mr. Medill served until his resignation, within 
a few months of the expiration of the term. 

Lester L. Bond was chosen by the City 
Council as Mr. Medill’s successor. He was 
a patent attorney, and he is still living in this 
city, and is of the firm of West & Bond. He 
served until November, 1873. Mr. Bond was 
the nominee of what was known as the Law 
and Order League, and became its candidate 
for Mayor against Harvey D. Colvin, nomi- 
nated by the Democrats. Mr. Colvin was 
elected. 

Harvey D. Colvin served out his term and 
held over from November, 1875, till April, 
1876, on account of a change in the charter, 
which made the municipal elections occur in 
April. The new Council failed to call an 
election, but Thomas Hoyne was selected as 
Mayor ona general canvass, appointed the 
heads of departments, and made his inavgural, 
but the Council refuged to recognize him. A 
legal fight ensued. oyne’s friends and the 
city submitted the case to three members of 
the Circuit bench, 8 to abide by their 
decision, and the Judges decided there was 
no election. 

The Council ordered an election and Mon- 
roe Heath was the Republican nominee, Mark 
Kimball the Democratic, and T. J. McGrath 
Independent. Mr. Heath was a member of 
the Council from the Twelfth Ward. The 
election occurred in July, 1876, and as a re- 
sult Heath received 19,248, Kimball 7.509, 
McGrath 3,363. This was what is known as 
the short term Mayoralty of Chicago. 

In 1877 Mr. Heath was reéiected on the 
Republiean ticket, receiving 30,881 votes, 
against Perry H. Smith, Democrat, who re- 
ceived 19,449 votes. One of the memorable 
incidents of the last term of Mayor Heath was 
the action of the City Council in voting to 
suspend the Mayor’s Chief of Police, against 
whom charges had been made. 

Mr. Heath’s business is still under the old 
firm of Heath & Milligan. He is not actively 
engaged in its transactions. At present he is 
in Florida, where he owns a great orange 
plantation. He spends his winters there. 

The next ex is John A. Roche. He was 
elected in 1887 on the Republican ticket, re- 
ceiving 51,268 votes, against 23,410 for 
Nelson, the Socialist candidate. That year 
the De uocrats had the usual Kilkenny” 
proceedings in their convention, and the re- 
sult was no nomination. Mr. he served 
out his term. He is actively a participant in 
public affairs and was one of the fvremost 
men in the construction of the Lake Street 
L“ road. 

In 1889 De Witt C. Cregier, as the Demo- 
cratic nominee, received 56.156 votes against 
John A. Roche, who had been renominated. 
Roche’s vote was 44,509. 

In 1891 the Democrats had more trouble. 
The feud between Cregier, who asked fora 
renomination from his party, and Carter H. 
Harrison broke out with all the virulence of 
rivals. Both entered the field. The Repub- 
licans nominated Hempstead Washbarne. A 
citizen’s movement brought out Elmer Wash- 
burn, and the Socialists ente-ed Tommy Mor- 
gan. The result was a spirited campaign. 
The returns showed:

Or 65,563 fewer votes than were polled last 
Tuesday. 

Mayor Washburne served out his term, 
which expired last April. He declined to 
stand for renomination, and returned to the 
practiee of his profession—the law. 

The contest between Carter Harrison, Dem- 
ocrat, and S. W. Allerton, Republican, the re- 
sult, the assassination of Mayor Harrison, the 
selection of Ald. Swift as Acting Mayor, his 
nomination by the Republicans, that of John 
P. Hopkins by the Democrats, and the out- 
some, are events so recent, that no further 
record of them is necessary. 

The first Mayor, William B. Ogden, was 
elected in 1837. The list in the order of their 
election is appended :

AN ITALIAN BANDIT IN POLITICS. 


Career of the Desperado for Whom the 
Anarchists Voted at the Late Election, 


New York Evening Post: In the supple- 
mentary elections held last Saturday for 
members of the Italian Chamber of Deputies 
a number of Anarchists in some of the dis- 
tricts of Rome voted for Tiburzi, the brigand, 
who some time ago was condemned to im- 
prisonment for several homicides. The 
police arrested several Anarchists for distrib- 
uting pamphlets in favor af Tiburzi. 

Dominico Tiburzi is one of the three re- 
maining Italian brigands of note, the others 
being Ansuini and Fioravanti. Tiburzi was a 
cowherd at Cellere. In 1872, when 25 years 
of age, for a highway robbery, extortion, and 
murder he was condemned to penal servitude 
for life. In January, 1874. he escaped from 
the salt mines of Corneto Tarquina, and has 
since eluded all efforts to capture him. Be- 
tween Civita Vecchia and Grosseto, in the 
solitudes of the macchia, he has lived for 
twenty years, defying the rewards offered by 
the authorities. 

Tiburzi does not rob; he does not steal; 
he does not harm anyone. He levies taxes 
after his own fashion. The wealthy of the 
neighboring districts pay him every month a 
fixed contribution; money, wine, bread, 
weapons, and tobacco. In recompense he 
guarantees the safety both of their lives and 
of their property; in short, he acts as a kind 
of public guardian for them. relations 
between brigand and the people are of a 
most friendly description. The poor when 
destitute of food to come to Tiburzi; he also 
gives them coin, with which he is always well 
provided. The rich land-owners pay most 
willingly the tax which brings them an entire 
security for their rural property. But woe to 
the spy! Sooner or later the hand of the 
brigand strikes him; and an atrocious ven- 
geance rouses authorities and con- 
vinces the unbelievers of the existence of 
the legendary brigand. In this way Tiburzi 
lives. In these eighteen years of hiding 
from justice Tiburzi had several companions ; 
but, less skillful or less fortunate than he, 
they have all perished. The last were Domen- 
sco Biagni and Luciano Fioravanti. In 1889 
the three together were surprised by the 
carabineérs; a sharp fight ensued; Biagini 
tell dead. The other two * iat a. 
caping, vowing vengeance. y believed the 
spy was a certain Raphael Gabrielli, land- 
steward to the Marquis Guglielmo, although 
the carabineers have since declared 
it was not true. A year aftet Gabrielli was 
overlooking the working of fifty reapers on 
the Guglielmo estate at Poézzatelli. At 8 
o’clockin the morning the reapers stopped 
for a few minutes to take rest and food. IVO 
armed men suddenly issued forth from the 
side of the morass which bordered on the es- 
tate. One of them advanced to Gabrielli 
and said to him: Get up and come with us. 
The latter refused. The speaker seized him, 
and dragged him a few stepsto where his 
companion stood ready with the pointed gun. 
Before that entire company of fifty persons, 
powerlees and terrified, was the horrible deed 
perpetrated. *‘ Remember the 6th of Au- 
gust,“ cried the avenger, as he fired two shots 
into the unfortunate man’s brain. Tiburzi 
and Fioravanti reloaded their weapons, and 
crying, in this way spies are treated, dis- 
appeared again into the morass.

POLYGAMY NOT ABOLISHED BY THE 
MORMON OHUROE 


“Celestial Marriages” Were Authorized 
and Commanded by a So-Called Reve- 
lation, and Hence Can Be Dropped 
Only by a Similar Manifestation=Miss 
Kate Field's Opinions von the Utah 
Question=<Early Trip Over the Mount- 
ains and Across the Plain“ 

Ten years ago I heard President George Q. 
Cannon exhort his people to stand firm and 
live their religion regardless of man-made 
laws emanating from Washington. The peo- 
ple obeyed implicitly. At last Congress 
passed a law that could not be evaded with 
impunity; then the lion again stopped roar- 
ing, again put on the skin of the fox, and is 
today the most persuasive beast your two 
ears ever listened to. Polygamy is at an end; 
the People’s party has been disbanded; the 
Saints have been ordered into the Democratic 
and Republican camps as best suits the inter- 
ests of the Church. Itisa splendid move 
and precisely what I’d do did I wear Mormon 
shoes. 

As Congressmen and the people of this 
country know nothing about Mormonism, 
both believe that polygamy has been abol- 
ished and that the Church no longer controls 
the saints, body and soul. Polygamy. is not 
abolishea; its practice is suspended. 
„Celestial marriage is the cornerstone of 
the Mormon Church. It can only be abol- 
ished by a revelation.“ There has been no 
such revelation and there won’t be, I think, 
in this generation because women live who, 
in good fath, have become second, third, 
fourth, fifth, sixth, and so on ad libitum 
wives in order to attain celestial glory. 

No monogamist can enter the presence of 
the Deity. No wife in monogamy can be a 
celestial queen. She has had too much com- 
fort in this world to have any cakes and ale in 
the. next. 

Having preached this doctrine for forty 
years, is it possible for Mormon leaders to 
turn a complete somerset in one uneasy les- 
son? President Wilford Woodruff had a 
dream just before a semi-annual conference 
and told the faithful that the Lord counseled 
him to suspend the practice of polygamy. 
Thereupon he advised his people to keep 
within the limits of the laws of man, I’ve no 
doubt most of the saints have followed this 
advice. I am assured by those who have 
every opportunity of knowing that polygamy 
is not extinct. I have read of trials for polyg- 
amy since President Woodruff and the Lord 
talked this matter over—in a dream. 

Mormons Are Progressing, 

I firmly believe that young Utah rejoices in 
this polygamic suspension as well as in the 
division of the People’s party into Republicans 
and Democrats. Young Saints want to bein 
sympathy with the rest of the country. They 
are wears of being ordered about by the priest- 
hood. They want todo theirown thinking; 
once on the road to independence they are not 
likely to be captured and put back into cages. 
Young Utah is vastly ahead of the immigra- 
tion flooding the new States. Its boys and 

irls have been born on American soil and 

ve had better chances of development than 
the half-starved aliens of Europe. They know 
little of national politics, but their new-found 
liberty will be eagerly seized. In course of 
time they will give reasons for being Demo- 
crats and Republicans, and will surprise by 
their unusual progress. 

All this I believe; but just as firmly do I 
believe that Utah should not be admitted to 
Statehood until the new dispensation has 
taken such deep root as to be permanent. 
No sane government would make such an ex- 
periment, as it is the business of rulers to 
read future history by the light of the past. 
If both Houses of the Fifty-third Congress 
dare to run so grave a risk it will be on the 
principle that fools rush in where angels fear 
to tread. 

How comes it you know anything about 
Utah?“ a Congressman asked me a few days 
ago. I’ve ceased to be surprised at any ques- 
tion. Whoever heard the questions propound- 
ed by the great American public at the 
World’s Fair expects little in the way of in- 
telligence and less in the way of culture.

Edward Atkinson, 
for instance, one of the best known of these 
statisticians and a leading free trade author- 
ity, puts the total annual trade of the United 
States at $50,000,000,000.

Here then we have a total foreign trade of 
the principal commercial nations, our own 
included, of $12,457,510,893, or about one- 
fourth of the aggregate of our home transac- 
tions—the narrow market which President 
Cleveland considers of such little importance. 
Why, do not heand all free traders know what 
is clear and plain to every protectionist, that 
the nations which are now our commercial 
rivals would gladly abandon all competition 
in other quarters if they could get absolute 
and undisturbed control of the American 
market? And fora good reason: Because 
there is no other marketin the world to be 
compared with it. 

And how has this stupendous home market 
been developed? Again we refer to official 
figures. They speak for themselves and are 
unanswerable. The following table gives 
the total value of taxed and untaxed prop- 
erty in the United States according to the 
census returns and the estimates of expert 
statisticians: 

1850... .813,652,000,000/ 1880. . 843.64 2,000,000 
1860... 31,201,000,000/1890... 63,648,000,000 
1870... 30,068,518,000 

The census of 1870 was notoriously de- 
fective in that it omitted many important 
items going to show the wealth and resources 
of the country. Besides, the civil war had 
greatly retarded growth, sapped the strength 
of the Nation, and, especially in the South, 
had wiped out large possessions. Hence the 
decade 1860-’70 showed no advance. But 
thence onward the growth of the coun- 
try’s wealth was majestic until in 1890 
it reached a total of $63,648,000,000. 
In other words, with twenty years of pro- 
tection the Nation has more than doubled 
the wealth acquired in the previous eighty 
years of its existence, mainly under low tar- 
iff. What could be more convincing as to the 
beneficence of the policy of guarding our 
home markets and so fostering a vast diversity 
of industries and building up unparalleled 
prosperity ? 

To make the comparison complete it is well 
to place before the reader the tigures showing 
the national wealth of other countries, accord- 
ing to the estimate of Mulhall, the highest 
authority on this subject:
